All public places and homes 
adjacent to the flooded district are 
already crowded with homeless.

Tuna, British India, April 2.—Tho 
first clash occurred on the morning 
of Thursday between the force of 
Col. Younghusband and the Thibct- 
ans, whose camp at Guru was cap- 
tured. ~ 

At 8 o'clock a fying column start- 
ed to reconnoitre the Thibetan camp 
et Guru, whereupon a general from 

came to interview Col. 
Younghusband. The general asked 
the colonel to retiro with his mis- 
sion to Yatung for the purpose of 
carrying.on negotiations, threaten- 
ing an attack if the mission pro- 
ceeded. 

Col. Younghusband replicd that 
negotiations had been proceeding 
fruitlessly for fifteen years, and that 
retirement waa now impossible. The 
Thibetan general withdrew and Col. 
Younghusband ordcred his troops to 
endeavor to disperse tho Thibetans, 
blocking the road without firing 
upon them. 

Detalls show that while the forces 
were face to face on the opposite 
sides of a wall, which the Thitetans 
had built across the highway to op- 
pose the advance the Indian troops 
deployed their flanks and cnclosed 
1,500 Thibetans in a circlo like herd- 
ing sheep. The members of the mis- 
sion, tho press correspondents and 
the general staff rode up to inspect 
the capture and were laughing and 
talking. They were unaware of the 
impending tragedy, being evidently 
heedless of the sullen demeanor of 
the Thibetans, The latter presently 
began { @hustle somo Sikhs who re- 
plied 4th the butt end of their 
rifle. (’ ‘Then the Thibetans fired a 
pig’ % = wounding a Sikh and this 
yi; foe signal for all the Thibetans 
ti/draw their swords and rush at 
their captors, who opened fire on 
the surging mob. The olfliccra empt- 
ied their revolvers, 

The Thibetans were unable to 
climb the wall, which they themsel- 
ves had built. Finally about half of 
them were able to break away to 
the rear, where they came under the 
fire of the artillery, “i thy entire 
Thibetan force only’ about half 
escaped death or wounds, 

The Thibetans lost heavily, owing 
to the inferiority of their weapons, 
which were matchlock rifles, but they 
displayed = the Kreatest courage, 
many of.them coming on after they 
had been wounded several times. 
The scene after the action was like 
a shambles. The dead were heaped 
on top of cach other, and a long 
trail of dead and wounded extended 
to the rear,

MR. FRANK BARBER, AN EX- 
PERT, GAVE MUCH VALUABLE 
INFORMATION TO FRUIT GROW- 
ERS. : 

Owing to the Loclement 
yesterday afternoon the {fruit in- 
struction mecting had to be held 
under cover, and a practicat’ demon- 
stration of pruning, Brafting, spray- 
Ing, etc, was of necessity abandon- 
ed. It was held jn the office of Mr. 
W. ©. Reld, Dundas street, and a 
goodly number of (fruit growers 
were prescnt. Mr. Frank Saroer, 
of Georgetown, a practical western 
fruit grower, was present and gave 
u general tatk and tmparted some 
valuable iniormation as to fruit 
culture. 

Iu the evening # pudiis 
was held in the Counsil 
Mr. W. S. Merden was chairman 
and about 3U otivr pcrsens | wero 
prescat, Mr. Barber was the only 
speaker, and the subject of his 
address was “Planting .and ~ caring 
for young trees In an apple or- 
chard.” The ‘polnts bronght out 
and briefly explained in referenec 
to an orchard were as follows: 

1. Its location and exposure; tho 
two main things to be sought ‘in 
this regard are exemption from 
late and early autumn frosts and 
shelter from high winds. A_ {free 
elroulation of air Is also very ne- 
ceasary. ‘ ' 
2. Tho soll and its preparation— 
the beat soll Is a deep open clayey 
loam, whish should Le well drained 
either naturally or artificially. 

3. Distance apart for planting. 
The average distanoo apart for 
tress should be about 30 feet. It 
will be much petter to keep them 
a Ittle too far apart than to srowd 
then. 4 

4. Arrangement of trocs The 
best plun is what ls known as the 
hexagonal. Nx trees form a hexa- 
gon, Including a seventh in the 
centre. By ChiQsystem fifteen per

5—Transplanting — As ,a_ rule

‘AGAIN AT PORT ARTHUR! 





Admiral Togo Determined to 
Bottle Up Russia’s Fleet, 





4 Vietery ia Land Engagement Claimed 
Fer Japasese in Corea—Vicercy 
Alexzief Xuspects Injured Warships 
and Harber—Russia Reported te Ex- 
pect Mouths’ Delay—Rusala’s Squad. 
rea Train at Sea. 


London, April 2.—A despatch to 
Tho Central News from Tokio says 
Vice-Admiral Togo made another at- 
tack on Port4 Arthur during tho 
night of March 30-31. The despatch 
adds that: it is understood the at- 
tack was for the purpose of taking 
soundings and ascertaining the clf- 
fects of the last attempt to bottlo 
up the Russian fleet. No details of- 
the attack are obtainable. 

The correspondent of the Associ- 
ated Press at St. Petersburg says 
the Russian Government has recciv- 
ed no news to confirm the state 
ment. 

BRepert Net Confirmed. 


St. Petersburg, April 2.—The As- 
sociated Press -is officially informed 
that up to the present time the Gov- 
ernment has received no news to Con- 
firm the statement sent by a news 
agency from Tokio that the Japan- 
ese made another attack on Port 
Arthur during the night of March 
30-31. 


Repert Jap Seceess om Land, 


Tokio, April 2.—Information has 
been received here from a private 
source that the Japancse troops, 
after dislodging the Russians at 
Chengju (about 50 miles northwest 
of Pingyang), on March 28, rested 
for one day and then advanced to 
Yongchun (about 45 miles west of 
Chongju). After a brief engagement, 
thoy drove the enemy farther north, 
the Russians retreating towards Un- 
san, a town 80 miles northeast of 
Yongchun. 

Bassia’s Squadrons at See, 


St. Petersburg, April 2.—A_ semi- 
ofMfcial despatch from Port Arthur, 
bearing date of yesterday, says: 

“Our entire squadron left this har- 
bor, March 28, making for the Mi- 
actas Islands, At 11 o'clock the 
cruiser Novik sighted a steamer tow- 
ing a Chinese junk. She would not 
stop until a torpedo boat fired two 
shots. It was the Japancse steamer 
Hanien Maru, on board which were 
found ten Japanese and eleven Chi- 
mamen, various papers, telegrams 


and maps and two Whitehead — tor- 
pedovs. The crew was taken on 
board our ships, after which the 


veasel was taken in tow and subse 
quently sunk.** 
Sitaatios ia Pert Arthur. 


St. Petersburg, April 2.—Viceroy 
Alexie! is at Port Arthur ona tour 
of inspection. He arrived there 
Thursday and his stay will be 
brief, returning immediately to head- 
quarters. With Admiral Makaroff and 
General Stoessel he visited the bat- 
tleships Petropaviovsk, HRetvizan and 
Czarevitch, the protected cruiser 
Pallada, and other ships in the har- 
bor, and later conferred gold swords 
of honor, with St. George‘s ribbons 
inscribed ‘*‘For gallantry’ upon the 
captains of the cruisers Bayan, No- 
vik and Askold. 

According to information received 
here it is believed the Japanese are 


preparing to repeat their attempts 
on Port Arthur. ‘There is a growing 
conviction jn naval and military 


circles that Vice-Adtuiral Togo's des- 
perate effort to bottle up or cripple 
the Port Arthur squadron are for 
the purpose of definitely immobiliz- 
ing it while the Japanese effects a 
landing at Newchwang or some oth- 
er point. 

Vice-Adtmiral Makaroff's capture of 
a Jopanese steamer near an island 
between the extremity of the Liao-- 
tung Peninsula and the Shantung 
Peninsula, proves that he" is watch- 
ing tho entrance to the Gulf of Pe- 
chili. It is not believed the Japan- 
eso Will attempt to debark on the 
shores of the Liaotung Gulf while 
Makaroft's iicet’ js uncrippled. 

Charges Japs With Cowardice. 

The Novi Krai, of Port Arthur, 
dated March 8, has just arrived 
here. It contains a telegram from 
Captain Keitzenstein (commanding 
the Russian squadron at Vindivo- 
stock), referring to the Japancse 
attack on Viadivostock, from which 
it appears that his squadron was 
not only in port when the enemy 
was sighted, but that it got up 
steam, went out and ‘engaged the 
Japancsc, who turned tail, Captain 
Reitzenstein, according to his tele 
gram to the commandcr-in-chief, 
pursuing the Japancse till 5 p. m., 
when ho returned to Vjadivostock. 
Ho gives the composition of the Ja- 
panese squadron as follows: The bat- 
tleship Fuji, the armored cruisers Id- 
sumo Yakumo and‘Iwate and the 
Togaini. 

Rass Admirat Praises Japs. 


Admiral Skrydloff, commander of 
the Black Sea fleet, who commanded 
the Pacific squadron for four years, 
in an interview. just published, paid 
a high tribute to the seamanship, 
nerve and pluck of the Japancsac, 

He considers Port Arthur to be 
impregnable, of which he belicvea the 
Jnapanese ure convinced, and declares 
that Admiral Makarofl’s ficct later 
on will play an important role. But 
for the present, and for some 
months, the scene of action. will be 
on Iand. While the Admiral docs not 
say so, it is apparent that Makaroff 
is considering the arrival of the 
Baltic flect in tho autuinn. While he 
says the Black Sea flect is only pre- 
paring for the customary manocuvr- 
es, Admiral Skrydloff adds: ‘But we 
are rendy for anything.’’ 

Muesia May tase Suen Canal. 


Russia has received satisfactory as- 
surances from the Government of 
Egypt regarding the passage of: pri- 
vate ships through the Suez Canal. 

The Russ thinks the prospects of 
the maintenance of Chinese neutral-

Smash Calls Residents Out to End the 

Beasts’ iseries With Rise shots— 

_ Engine Turned at Nicht Angles and 

Beunded Uf the Readbed—Cars Yoi- 

Jewlug Crashed in One After Another 
end Wiid scene Ensued. 


St. John, N. B., April 4.—Nine- 
teen freight cars were wrecked, fifty 
cattlo were killed and the roadbed 


on the. L.C.R., near Rothsay, 
10 miles from the city, yesterday 
morning. The train was \made up 
of 3O cars, including 12 of cattle, 
containing about 200 head, shipped 


about 


tle were to be shipped to Glasgow 
on the Donaldson Liner Marina. 
There were also in the train a cur of 
paper, a car of steel bars, two of 
sugar and several were coal laden. 

The train, a special freignt, in 
charge of Conductor Wilbur, was 
running about 20 miles an hour and 
had passed Rotlisay when at thiS 
o'clock something went wrong. The 
second car from the engine suddenly 
Ieft the rails, turned at right angles 
and bounded off the roadbed. 
like a flash 13 other cars followed. 
These included the 12 cattle cars, 
and they ranged side by side, but 
crushed and smashed badly. A wild 
scene followed with the stamping 
and struggling and bellowing of the 
cattle. 

Killed Cattle With Riftes. 


Efforts. was made promptly to dis- 
engage those of the animals which 
were uninjured. Of the 50 killed 
nearly all wore deprived of life in- 
stantly, some were disembowelled, 
others had limbs torn off and 
was found headicss. Hesidenta of the 


place also hurricd to the scence. and | 


returned for rifles and put out of 
misery several of the suffering  ani- 
mals. One whole carload,  cighteen 
head, escaped without a scratch. The 
end of the car was knocked out, and 
they were rescued. 

News of the wreck was quickly sent 
to St. John and Moncton. Wreckers 
hurried out from here and a heavy 
wreck train was also sent from 
Moncton. All day the work went on, 
while the uninjured cattle were herd- 
ed along the sides, of the track under 
care of cattlemen. A special immi- 
grant train from Halifax, carrying 
the Bavarian passengers westward 
has been stalled some hours by the 
wreck. 





$41 KILLED IN FIGHT. 


Achinese Have Kesisted Forees of the 
Duteh Fer 30 Years. 


Amsterdam, April 4.—A despatch 
from Eotaradja, Sumatra, to The 
Telegref, says that the column of 
Dutch troops which is operating in 
the Achcen district, found all the 
villages in Gajooleas strongly in- 
trenched. A fight ensucd between the 
Achinese and the Dutch troops. The 
enemy had 541 killed. The Dutch loss 
was three killed and twenty-five 
wounded, 

Though only a small fraction § of 
the population of Sumatra, the Achi- 
nese, who are fierce Mohammedan 
Malays, nuinbering about 450,000, 
have successfully resisted Dutch rule 


since they were deprived of — their 
autonomy in 1874, 
Desultory warfare between the 


Dutch and the Achinese has hardly 
ever ceased in the thirty intervening 
years. 





London English a Base Jarxon,‘ 

The vigor and purity of oa language 
can only be preserved by the fashion- 
able class, the class whom in matters 
social everybody imitates, speaking it 
well, But how can English be well 
spoken when some of the greatest la- 
dies speak the idiom of Massachusctts 
through their noses and a large pro- 
portion of the men cough the idiom of 
Frankfort from thelr throats? The 
cpnstant babbling of broken English 
at dinner tables and in drawing rooms 
is becoming quite fatiguing, ond as a 
result the English speak thelr tongue 
worse than it was ever spoken before. 
Everybody knows the temptation to 
speak a sort of baby pigeon English 
to a foreigner in the strange hope ghat 
{t may be more intelligible to him. 
This and the slang taught us by the 
Yankees have reduced the English lan- 
guage as spoken by smart people to a 
base jargon. 





7 How One Fact Was Discovered. 

In the early part of the last century 
an English buttonmaker became fa- 
mous for the steel waistcoat buttons 
which he used to manufacture with 
lines cut upon them for ornament. He 
gradually put the lines nearer and 
nearer together and observed that as 
he Increased the number of lines the 
buttons became more and more irides- 
cent.

Select a Dry Spot, 

If a separate house fs built for the 
dairy, 2 dry spot of ground where the 
ntmosphere is always pure should be 
chosen, Have the room light and well 
ventilated and put up plenty of shelves 
where the pans and other vessels will 
have room to alr thoroughly when not 
fn use, There is usually a cellar under 
the dairy room, and this should be 
drained so ft will always be dry and 
have at. least two windows to furnish 
ight and alr. Then it is necessary to 
provide a drainpipe or some other con- 
trivance to carry awny all the water 
used and to keep the ground surround- 
ing it dry. 

If there is a place about the farm- 
house where cleanliness is more deslr- 
nble than In the dairy we have falled 
to Mind it. Bacteria and disease germs 
multiply wherever milk Js spilled and 
allowed to dry. Many a pound of but- 
ter Is spoiled because the churn, butter 
bowl or milk pans are not kept perfect- 
ly clean, for the least impurity will Im- 
part an unpleasant flavor. The floor 
and shelves should be scrubbed fre- 
quently 












Government Plaa or Putting It Up 
In One Pound Packages. 

Efforts are belus made iby the goy- 
ernment’ to extend the manufacture 
of cheese In the United States and to 
Increase its consumption. Recent ex- 
periménta‘'with the common “Ameri- 
can brand of cheese show Its food 
value to be very ‘great. In these tests 
03 per cent of the protein and 95 per 
cent of the fat were digested, the 
avaliable energy produced being 93 
per cent, , Notwithstanding <its re- 
markably nourishing qualities, cheese 
‘ia eateh only to a very limited extent 
in the United States. In fact, it con- 
Btitutes less than ‘half of '1 per cent 
of the total food consumed in this 
country. That smal! quantity repre- 
sents 1.6 per cent of the total protein 
and 1.6 per cent of the total fat in 
America's food supply. 

After several years of careful study 
of the subject scientists hare cvo:ved 

{2 Plan to popularize cheese in the 
United States. They are convinced 

! that the system of making large 

| cheeses, which in the retail trade are 
carved by grocers into awkward slices, 
has greatly handicapped the Industry. 
The cheese thus prepared and sold is 
Dot strikingly tempting. - 

Noting that print butter brings a 
higher price than that article in bulk 
and is in far greater demand, Professor 
E. H. Farrington reasoned that checse 
put up In pound packages, each one 
bearing the imprint of the maker, 
would enhance its sale. But the cur- 
ing of cheese fn one pound packages 
presented a difficult problem. Pre 
fessor Farrington solved it by devising 
a carved board for use in a rectangu- 
lar cheese mold which makes sixteen 
impressions on the cheese, stamping it 
and dividing it into one pound prints. 

What recommends the method par- 
ticularly is that It opens a profitable 
thing to Individual dairy farmers. At 
Present less than 6 per cent of all the 
cheese manufactured in the United 
States Is made on farms, Factories 
control the industry, They turn out 
annually about 300,000,000 pounds. The 
new plan of printing pound cheese 
gives promise not only of stimulatinz 
the general trade, but also of enabling 
farmera to gain reputation for their 
brands, even where the output of a 
dairy is Imited.—Saturday Evening 
Post.

We are In receipt of frequent inqul- 
ries as to the effect of brewers’ grains 
upon the flavor and quality of milk, 
says Hoard’s Dairyman. There scems 
to be no end to the number of times 
questions of this character can be re- 
peated. Fed in reasonable amounts 
when fresh from the brewery or if kiln 
dried there can be no possible objection 
to their use, and when they can be pur- 
chased at any fair price there Is no rea- 
son why dairymen should not use them, 
Twenty to thirty pounds per day of the 
wet grains is perhaps as much as 
should be fed, and extreme care should 
be taken not-only that the grains are 
fresh and sweet, but that the recepta- 
cles for thelr storage and the boxes and 
mangers In which they are fed should 
be kept scrupulously clean. Wet grains 
ferment very quickly, especially in 
warin weather, and if not stored in a 
tight receptacle the liquid running from 
them not only produces a bad odor, but 
makes a breeding place for all manner 
of objectionable bacteria. Objections of 
this kind do not obtain where the kiln 

{ dried grains are fed, especially if they 
are dried before fermentation has set 
in. 

The Cow and the Locomotive. 

Those peple who feed thelr cows 
enough only when the cows are in a 
full fow of milk might Iearn a good 
object lesson by observing how the en- 
sineer manages his engine on the rall- 
road, thinks Dairy and Creamery, 
When bis train Is waiting on a siding 
or when he Is gojfig down grade he 
does not allow hig fire and)steam and 
water to get low.

He knows 
there will be an up grade ora hard pull 
for him pretty sodn, and while the en- 
gine Is waiting the injector is put on, 
the fire stirred Ap, clinkera are taken 
out, steam {is run up until the safety 
valve “pops,” things are olled and ex- 
amined and everything done against 
the heavy pull after awhile, When the 
safety valve of the heavy freight en- 
gine on the siding Is savagely “blowing 
off” that Is by no menné a careless 
waste of stenm, but a wise and eco- 
nomical preparation for future de 
mands, Just as economically wise Ig 
the prudent dairyman who by careful 
and sufficient feeding keeps up the en- 
ergy Iu his cow at oll times, so that 
when her supreme demands come she 
will be in condition to successfully 
mect them. / 

Nonsense. 

A circular before us claims that 8 
certain feed will “make milk richer In 
butter fat.” Such a statement shows 
the writer to be either a fool or a 
knave. No feed will make any ma- 
terinl difference in the percentage of 
butter fat in the milk of a given cow. 
It is possible to Increase the flow o* 
milk and thus increase the quantity of 
butter fat, but it Is nonsense to talk of 
increasing the percentage of butter fat 
in the milk of a cow. 





Cleanliness, Always Cleanliness. 

A poorly washed strainer, milk pans 
or any utensil used about milk affects 
the flavor of butter. Cleanliness is the 
most important adjunct to the dairy 
business. When everything is kept 
clean there Is little complaint of bac 
terin or trouble of any other kind,

Washington, April 5.—By author- 
ity of the Congo Free State, James 
G. Whiteley, has given a resume of 
the Brussels nove issued in reply to 
charges made in’u recent report of 
the British Consul in the district. 

The Consul's report, says Mr. 
Whiteley, contains a- number of 
statements of crucl treatment of na- 
tives, but gives no corroborative 
statements, and these stories are 
valueless because they were not in- 
vestigated. ‘The report, he says, also 
fails to give times and placcs. 

The resume continucs; ‘One case, 
however, which the Consul investi- 
gated, and which he gives as a most 
flagrant example, was brought to 
the knowledge of the Congo authori- 
ties and was investigated by them. 
This is the case of the boy Epondo, 
who claimed his left hand had been 
cut off by a native sentry in the ser- 
vices of La Lulong Rubber Co, The 
Consul, accompanied by two mis- 
sionarics, Went to the village of 
Dossunguma and proceeded to hold 
an impromptu court of inquiry. The 
injured boy accused the sentry Ke 
Iengo to his face. The Consul then 
questioned ithe chief and a number 
of headmen and they replicd by ac- 
cusing the sentry. Most of them de- 
clared that they had been eye-wit- 
nesses,of the decd. The Consul asked 
whether there were any more wit- 
nesses and nearly all those present, 
about 40 persons, shouted out with 
one Voice that it was Kelengo who 
did it. The accused sentry denied the 
charge. Other natives came forward 
with various charges of robbery and 
wrongdoing against the sentry, and 
finally the: Consul, considering the 
evidence conclusive, announced to the 
assembled multitude that Kelengo 
deserved severe punishment for his 
illegal and cruel acts, and taking 
with him the maimed boy, laid the 
case before t= State authoritics,

In. storm = and-. wind they 
groaned and twisted on their rusty 
hinges, hindering ventilation; mak- 
ing the:night hideous, and becoming 
an absolute menace to the traveler 
on tho street. : 

In 1762, after many people had 
been killed by the falling of lumber- 
ing things, an Act of Parliament 
compelled their removal, and they 
were to be placed level with the 
wall, or carved in stone and sct into 
the structure. This struggle of {llit- 
Sracy to make a literature in trade 
makes a story of surpassing and per- 
petual intervst. Those who could, 
advertised their name by a rebus; 
thus a hare and a bottle stood for 
*‘Harobottle,” and two cocks for 
“*Cox.’’ Those who could not employ 
a rebus adopted pictorial objects, 
until they had ransacked the heavens 
above and the earth beneath. In due 
course of time the occupant would 
move from his placo of business and 
leave his sign behind him, and ao 
trade of another ordcr would then be 
carried on under the old flag. 

Addison, writing in The Spectator, 
enjoins every shopkeeper to make 
use of some sign that bears somo 
aflinity to the wares in which he 
deals. A tailor at ‘‘The Lion,” a 
cook at “The Boat,’’ a shocmaker 
at ‘The Roasted l'ig,”” are reprobat- 
ed by the author, who adds, ‘‘and 
yet, for want of this regulation, I 
have seen a Goat set up before tho 
door of a perfumer, and the French 
King’s head ot a sword cutler’s,’’ 
And then he goes on to enumerate 
signboard absurdities. ‘When was 
there ever such a combination of in- 
congruous objects as ‘The Bell and 
Neat’s Tongue,’ ‘The Dog and .the 
Gridiron?’ ‘The Fox and the Goose’ 
have met, but what have ‘Tho Fox 
and the Seven Stars’ to do together, 
and when did ‘The Lamb and tho 
Dolphin’ ever mect, except on a 
signpost?"* A

APPLE PACKAGES. 


The Oregon and Other Apple Boxes. 
Putting Them Together. 

A number of apple boxes of various 
Atzea_ and shapes are on the market. 
The Oregon box is 2014 by 11 by 9% 
inches Inside. The ends are three- 
fonrths inch and the sides one-fourth 
toch material. A box in.which apples 
come from Colorado and New Mexico 
is alittle shorter and deeper, but of 
about the same capacity. 

A new bex shewn in the figure holds 
a Uttle more than. a bushel. A special

feature fs the panel ends, These make 
the package lighter and stronger than 
{€ the ends were of one solid thick 
piece, the panels acting as braces and 
making convenient bandles, The best 
way to get these boxes is In the form of 
shooks. They are easily put together 
by any one who can handle hammer 
and nails, 

Making boxes {is entirely different 
from putting barrels together. We 
never recomnniend any one to attempt 
this unless he has had some experience 
at‘cooperage business, as barrel staves 
are as contrary things as one can im- 
ugine. Box shooks may be stored in 
some clean place and take but little 
room. Now that eastern manufactur- 
ers are getting into the apple box busi- 
hess we expect to see the odd aize mon- 
grel boxes displaced by something 
nearer Uniform, though it may take 
several seasons to learn just what size 
and form are best adapted to our 
Yiseds. The form must be governed by 
contenlence in storage, handling and 
shipment and the size by the demand 
of the trade, which we believe is best 
satisfied by a bushel or a little over. 
‘The chances at present are that St will 
pay to bold the best of the applies and 
Dox them for winter shipment, It will 
never do to put Inferior apples In boxes. 
‘This is a new package in most mar- 
kets, and more than one season may 
be required to make buyers familiar 
with it. The “bulk” shipment of fruit 
is rarely satisfactory in the long run. 
If a wan has a good lot of choice ap- 
ples we should advise bim to try the 
box shipment. There may not be much 
in it the first season, but this package 
is sure to come into use, concludes 
Rural New Yorker in giving the fore- 
zoing advice,

A Peralatent Winter Bloomer. 
Nothing can surpass Begonia Gloire 

de Lorraine as a persistent winter 

hloomer. Some succeed well with it 
year after year, while others, equally 
xood growers, bave their off years, 


which give the growers a nervous 
twitch each time they are seen. The 
requirements of this plant are, how- 
ever, yearly becoming better known, 
and no place can afford to be without 
it. If the plants bare been grown 
warm they should now be transferred 
to a house with a temperature at night 
of 50 to 52 degrees to open their flow- 
ers. This will keep them much stock- 
ler, Staking should be attended to if 
not already done. Where there is a 
show house or conservatory the best 
way to display the plants to good ad- 
vantage fs to suspend them from the 
roof, allowing them to hang naturally. 
Liquid manure once a week can be 
given, and be sure to remove the plants 
if fumigating, as tobacco stem smoke 
will bring off all open flowers. This 
caution applies to all begonias. Tobac- 
co dust is a good, safe fumigant and 
does not injure the flowers —American 
Gardcning.

‘When to Prune. 

Pruning should begin to be cons!d- 
ered in January, according to cne of 
the authorities, Perhaps it is best ta 
prune frult trees in March or April, 
but grapes, currants and raspberries 
can be pruned in January. January 
and February are good months in 
which to prune peach trees. Thin out 
the peach trees well, taking care to re- 
move all dead wood. If you hare much 
pruning to be done In apple, pear or 
plum orchards you will do well to util- 
ize the warmer. days that occur in 
winter.

Seedling phiox plants were started 
In the greenhouse for early setting in 
the field, These soon showed signa of 
mildew and recelyed several applica- 
tlons of kerosene emulsion, without 
which they would probably have been 
Geetsgyed.—Obio Experiment Station.

As the result of negotiation with 
the City Corporation, the whole of 
St, James* Mount and -gurdens and 
St) James’ Walk—a space 1,020 fect 
ia length and 248 fect in its great- 
est width—was purchased for the 
sum of £11,300, and designs for the 
edifice were advertised for. A num- 
ber of well-known architects sub- 
mitted drawings, and in the end Mr. 
Bodiey, R. A., and Mr. G. Gilbert 
Scott were appointed’ joint archi- 
tects to the scheme. 

The ground occupicd by the cathe- 
dral, with chapter house and mourn- 
ing chapel of the cathedral, will be 
584 feet long. The nave up to the 
“crossing’’ of the transepts, mca- 
sured internally, will be 192 feet 
lang, or,up to the entrance of tho 
choir 240 fect. The width ‘of the 
nave between the centres of the picrs 
will be 53 feet 6 inches. The towers 
will be 65 feet square, rising to 260 
fect above floor level, or 275. fect 
above St. James’ road. Perhaps the 
most remarkable and striking fea- 
ture of the cathedral will be tho 
height of the vaulting of the nave 
and choir—measured to the barrel 
vaulting, 116 feet, and into” the 
high transepts, 140 fect—which can- 
not fail to produce a very magnifi- 
cont effect. 

No cathedral in the country ap- 
proaches this height. The cathedral 
will afford scat room in the Portion 
te be first completed—the choir and 
ventral space—for about 3,500 pers 
éons, and the entire building; could, 
when finished, accommodate 8,000.

When completed. the cathedral, 
standing 155 fect above the river, 
will form a striking landmark for 
fll vessels approaching the mouth of 
the Mersey, and its two great tow- 
ers, by far the highest objects tn tho 
city, will rear their lofty heads 415 
fect above the love! of the aca. Both 
by the magnificence of its propor- 
tions and the excellence and origi- 
nality of the design selected, the sac- 
ted edifice will rank amongst tha 
great cathedrals of England. whila

septs will mark it as one of the 
most imposing buildings in Europe.

Crowd Too Oreat Yor Sergean' 
4 ) te Preserve Order. 13 

Havana, April. 5.—The scene in 
the House of Representatives yes- 
terday was onc of wild disorder. 
There was no formal opening of the 
House owing to the inability to mus- 
ter a quorum, for the reason that 
every Nationallst member refused to 
enter the chamber, fearing they 
would be outyoted on the question 
of contested seats by the coalition 
of Republicans and Modcrate Liber- 
als. 

The Nationalists, howover, entered 
the building, accompanied ‘by several 
hundred followers, who shouted ‘‘vi- 
vas’ for“ the Nationalist party. 
These followers crowded the © halls 
and nearby streets, The Republicans 
and Moderate Libc?als for the most 
part remained in their seats. During 
the confusion the ViceSpeaker, who 
was presiding, called upon the scr- 
gcant-at-arms to preservo order, but 
tho crowd was tog great to handle. 
Lionaz Castillo, x» prominent Na- 
tlonalist, mountd the reporters’ 
table and assured the crowd that 
justice would be done.

The Daily Mail's Seoul correspon- 
dent, telegraphing Monday, asserts 
that the landing of Japanese troops 
at Chinampo has now ceased, but 
that the port is-ysuarded by a large 
fleet, and the Japanese base has 
moved north from Pingyang. Where 
only a few troops now remain.

London, April 6.—A correspondent 
of The Times, cabling yesterday af- 
ternoon, says that he has been 
cruising for fifty hours in the vicin- 
ity of Port Arthur, and that he has 
seen no sign of the navy of cither 
belligerent, not even scout boats, 
but that he has seen large flotillas 
of junks steering northwest, presum- 
ably going to Linotishin to land 
provisions for Port Arthur. 

Ruse Waits Jap. 


Paris, April 6.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Echo de Paris 
says that the Russian gencral stafl 
is convinced that the Russians will 
await a Japancee attack on the 
right bank of the Yalu, which they 
are busily fortifying at its. mouth. 
A remarkable bridge has been con- 
structed on the prolongation of the 
Wiju line connecting it with Pinhu- 
jan. The correspondent says the Rus- 
sians are seeking to draw the Japan- 
ese on by sending small groups 
across the river. 

Filled With Life, 

St. Petersburg, April 6.—A_ corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press at 
Port Arthur, who returned to the 
fortress Monday from a trip through 
Southern Manchuria, telegraphs that 
the country is strikingly full of ac 
tive life, that the troops are vigor- 
ous and healthy and animated by a 
desire for active operations, and 
that the entire native -population, 
including that of the commercial 
world, is friendly to Russia and full 
of faith in the Russian arms. The 
correspondent says: 

“The Chinese volunteer 
wear a special uniform with cpau- 
lettes bearing the Russian national 
flag. The natives provide provisions 
frecly and are selling horses brought 
from the surrounding country. ‘The 
mandarins are an exception to this 
general rule, as they are trying to 
carry water on both shoulders. Ad 
their conduct is passive, it does the 
Russians no harm.”” ~,* 

The correspondent says the - rail- 
road works regularly. He continucs: 

“Sentrica are posted at the bound- 
ary and are doing duty in tho neut- 
ral zone dividing China and Man- 
churia. The weather is warin and the 
rivers are open. In Port Arthur all 
is quiet and the inhabitants have 
become accustomed to a state of 
war.”"

‘Baby afghans or apy articles knitted 
of rephyr may be finished off in drawn- 
work effect. The formula is simple. 
Drop one ‘or two stitches after the full 
length has been knit, ravel to the Jow- 
er end and hematitch the edges or work

or silk thread can be used equally 
of contrasting color is ef- 
fective, as blve knitting and we 
hemstitching. 

A Strip For a Baby Afghan.—Cast 
en 22 stitches and knit acroes plain; 





then knit 2, purl 18 and knit 2, Knit 
acrors plun. Back and forth purl and 
knit plain the same 13 stiches and knit 
plain’ the two edge stitches on both 
sides, When the strip 1s as long as de- 
alred, drop the two stitches in the mid- 
dle, ravel them down to the two bot- 
tom stitches, hemstitch both edges and 
catch the center threads in Uttle three 
thread groups with the knot stitch. A!- 
ternate stripes of white and blue make 
a handsome combination. 

When making the hemstitching, if 
zephyr be used, care must be taken nat 
to draw the knots too quickly or the 
wool will break, but at the same time 
the knotting must be done with suffi- 
clent Grmness to make the work dura- 
ble, If knitting silk be used, of course 
this carefulness will not be necessary. 

Still another novel effect may be made 
in this new kind of bemstitching by 
using two etrands of zephyr or silk of 
different colors for the knotting. For 
instunce, if the afghan bo made of 
white yarn the knotting may be done 
witb pale pink and white silk or yarn, 
Giving the daintlest effect imaginable 
and an altogether new one as well. If 
it is not possible to obtain a needle 
with an eye large enough to carry the 
two strands, a small bodkin may be 
employed, The silk lining may be of 
either blue or pink slik. 

Any of the yarns sultable for afghan 
making may be used for this knitting, 
but Spanish or Germantown yarn will 
be found especially nice. Coarse steel 
needles are used, or, if It be desired to 
make loosely knitted stitches, fine bone 
or ivory needles may be substituted. 
The model Illustrated Is knitted on steel 
needles. The drawnwork is wide enough

rrieen Frost always catches more or less 
corn, and from other causes there is 
$40.0 O e considerable that falls tomature. Many 


belleve that soft corn when it presents 
a cbhaffy appearance is almost worth- 
less. Experience of careful feeders, 
however, shows that this corn, if fed 
with care, will give as good results as 
matured corn. 

The only difference between soft and 
matured corn is that the former con- 
tains about 20 per cent more water; 
hence a fifth more must be fed. If the 
corn can be properly dried, feeders 
need not change thelr former methods 
of feeding. There is usually a larger 
percentage of cob, so that corn and cob 
meal from soft corn is not quite as 
good as from corn well dried. 

When the corn is soft, nothing will 
serve a better purpose In firming up 
the ration than the addition of’ from 
five to ten pounds of ground onts, 
ground barley, Buffalo gluten feed 6r 
old, matured corn. As: the corn dries 
out the amount fed each ‘day coukl' be 
slightly reduced.—Farm and Home. *

“Cut Feed For Horses, 

Many farmers know that cut hay or 
even straw wet and sprinkled with 
-] meal is a better feed for working horses 
than whole grain and hay. In this 
shape the nutriment in the feed is 
taslily eaten and digested. Horses do 
not need water when eating except as 
it is put on the chopped hay to make 
the meal atick to It. The meal, beng 
fine, digests perfectly, while much of 
the nutriment in whole grain is lost. 
Again, the wasted effect made fn di- 
gesting the latter is so much detracted 
rom the strength which should go te 
the work. :

Loader of ‘the Opposition De- 
clares For Public Ownership. 





Siz Widrid Laurier Not ta His Element’ 
When Presenting Explanations of the 
Mew Grasd Trunk Facifie Deal—Mr, 
Berden Argued That the Gevernment 

/ Should Assume the G.T.P.’s Share of 
815,000,000, Add It te the $1535,000,- 
000 the Country Prevides, and Own 
the Hoad I:self, 


Ottawa, April 6.—‘tThe Govern- 
ment has no mandate from the 
people to put the possibilit@of Gov- 
ernment ownership out of the ques- 
tion. It is an idea that is develop- 
ing and the Governthent should — be 
in a position to inqugurate it at 
some future time.’> The foregoing 
words were uttered by R. L. Borden 
in the House yesterday in a specch 
which gave free expression to the 
virtues of public ownership of rail- 
ways. ‘ 

Mr. Borden in a comprehensive re- 
ply to the Prime Minister's presen- 
tation of the Grand Trunk Pacifig 
resolutions reasserted the desirabil- 
ity of extending the Intercolonial 
Railway to Georgian Bay, thence to 
Winnipeg and ultimately on to tho 
coast. It was while propounding his 
policy that the leader of the Oppo- 
sition entered a strong protest 
against the contract which must ad- 
minister a serious clitck to the ra- 
pidly developing principle of, Gov- 
ernment ownership. 

” spoke bar Uver Five Moura 


Mr. Borden spoke for over five 
hours. He marshalled arguments 
that practically defy contradiction, 
and which the feeble powers of Hon. 
Clifford Sifton, the Minister put up 
to reply, are wholly incapable of af- 
fecting. 

The amendment which Mr. Borden 
named at the conclusion of his 
speech docs not differ materially 
from the amendment moved last 
year. In effect, it calls for tho ex- 
tension of the Intercolonial Railway 
to Georgian Bay, and thence to Win- 
nipeg and the extgnsion and improv- 
ing of the, Province of Qucbee and 
the Maritime Provinces of the Gov- 
ernment system of railways. 

A significarit feature of 


the de 


bate which was confined to the two | 


leaders was the sympathetic —recep- 
tion accorded Mr. Borden's dcclara- 
tions in favor of Government own- 
ership. The leader of the Opposition 
showed less reserve in his comments 
on public ownership than he has evi- 
denced in the House on any previous 
occasion. His heart seemed to be in 
his speech, and he was ablo to com- 
municate his enthusiasm to his fol- 
lowers. 
Cut ef Mic Element. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who introduc- 
ed the Grand Trunk resolutions, 
again showed his total unfitness for 
dealing with practical subjects. He 
was not in his cloment talking about 
bonds and guatantces and 5 per 
cent., and his lack of grip on his 
subject was evident from the out- 


set. 

Sir Wilfrid’s mild defence. of the 
modifications of the contract was 
highly academic. He did not argue. 
He slurred over controycrsial points 
with phrases more conspicuous for 
their literary value than for their 
application and power. It can hard- 
ly be said that Sir Wilfrid  at- 
tempted to make a speech. Ho simp- 
ly’ made explanations, and these, 
free as they were from strong argu- 
mentative support, gave Mr. Borden 
opportunities for scoring that ho did 
not neglect. 

" Where Rerden Scored. 

The central argument raised by 
Mr. Borden was not anticipated,by 
the Prime Minister. Mr. Borden 
showed that the G.T.P. will cost 
something like $170,000,000. Of this 
amount the country’s.obligation will 
be $155,000,000, while the com- 
pany’s obligation will be less than 
$15,000,000. And yet the company 
is to own the‘road. Mr. Borden 
argued that the country should as- 
sume the $15,000,000 along with 
the $155,000,000 obligation and 
make tho road an asset of the coun- 
try. From this seemingly invincible 
argument Mr, Borden radiated in 
many directiéns, yhowing the con- 
ceasions granted © company and 
the failure of: the?Governmont to 
protect the country at vital points 
fn the contract. The leader of the 
Opposition pointed out with a good 
deal of force, that though many 
flaws sxste apparent in the original 
contract the Government in the ro- 
vised contract had not secured one 
singlo concession, while the G. T. P. 
had sccured at least a dozen highly 
important concessions. 

Mr. Norden's Amendment. 


Mr. Borden closed by moving an 
amendment to the following effect: 

(1) ‘The Immediate coustructioa ond 
control by the Dominion of auch Muss 
of railway in the west to the Vacitic as 
the enormous importance and {nereaxing 
development of the great westeru cour 
try uire. 

(2) The extension of the Intercoloniat 
Rallway to Georgian Bay, and thence to 
Winnipeg, and the extension and im- 
prorement In the Province of Quebs: 
and in the Maritime Provinces of the 
gorernment system of railways. 

(3) The derelopment and Imprerement 
ef ove canals and loland waterways and 
the thoro and efficient equip:nent of our 
national porte and terminals on tho 
Atlantic and Pacific, as well as on the 
St. Lawrence and the great lakes. 

(4) The thoro examination and surrey 
of the country between Quebec and 
Winnipeg, with a view to the constrne- 
dion of auch Ines of rallway as mas be 
found in the public interest. To this le 
added a declaration that for the pur- 
pose of accomplishing thrse results tho 
sovernrent should immediateir arall tt- 
self of the best expert advice and ax- 
alstance. +3 

Mr, Sifton. moved the  adjourn- 
ment of the debate, and the House 
adjourned at 10 o'clock.

Mr. Wade of Annapolis moved the 
adjournment of the debate. He will 
take up the Government's side of the 
case to-day, but the chances are 
that the Opposition speakers will be 
allowed to monopolize the rest of 
the day. 

Wiften'’s Prepared Werds.

When the 
noses were counted there were 40 
for the amendment and 44 against, 
@ majority of four, but Mr. Bow-

Mr. Pettypivce voted with the 
Government to refer tho bill to a 
select committee.

Mr. Pettypiece 
who suggested to Mr, Hanno that 
tho bill be referred to the Commit- 
tee of the Whole, but since that 
time he changod his mind, 

Mr. Speaker's Luling. 

When the debate was resumed Mr, 
Speaker gave his ruling on the point 
of order raised when the bill ‘was 
last before the House, as to the 
propricty of referring it to a select 
committee. or the Committce of thu 
Whole House. There was no rule 
naming the committee to which such 
bills should go, but in all unprovid- 
ed cases the rules of the British 
House of Commons were taken for 
guidance. In the rules of the Lri- 
tish Parliament it is provided that 
bills having been read a second tin: 
shall bo referred to the whole 
Ilouse, a standing committee or iu 


select committee, Mr, Speaker, 
therefore, declared the amenument 
of Mr, Hanna in order. 

Another interesting point’ was 


brought out by the Speaker in these 
words: “Since having been called 
upon to deal with this matter per- 
haps Io may be permitted’ to suy 
with reference to the bill No. 89 in 
question that it secs to be in dir- 
ect contravention of the rule which 
governs the imposition of taxes. Bat 
of our rule No. 92 is as followa: 

By the 54th section of the Imper- 
fal Act Vict., chap. 3, the British 
North America Act, 1867, it is pro- 
vided that the House shall not’adupt 
or pass any vote, resvlution, ad- 
dress, or bill for the appropriation 
of any part of the public rovenue, 
or of any tax, or impost, to any 
purpose that has not been first re- 
Cominended by a message of the 
Licutenant-Governor in the session 
in which such vote, resolution, ad- 
dress or bill is proposed. 

“Although iny attention has not 
been called to this during the dis- 
cussion of the bill so far, I have 
thought it not out of place for mo 
to refer you to the rule.’* 

Myr, Manea's Contention. 

The Premier said there were rea- 
sons why the bill should be sent to 
@ select committee. 

Mr. Hanna contended that. the ori- 
ginal motion was out of order and 
quoted the rules, one of which de 
clared that one who had declared 
against the principle of the — bill 
could not be a member of the com-

When tho Government bill to ex- 
tend the Tomiskaming Hallway was 
considered by the committco of the 
whole in the Legislature last night, 
Dr. Pyne offered ai few observa- 
tions in support of the Government 
contro] of the railway. Ho moved 
in conclusion: ‘That the Temiska- 
ming Railway be operated for ten 
years by the - Government through 
the Commissioners or under such 
other conditions as may be adopted, 
and all the provisions referring to 
the Icasing of the railway are hereby 
repealed.*’ 

Not te Ke sold, 

In reply, the Premier said the 
question of Government ownership 
was not involved, and there was no 
question that the road was to be 
sold or leased to anybody. That 
had not been suggested by anybody. 
As a matter of fact, the Government 
could not Icase the road unless the 
Ivase was ratified by Parliament, so 
that there was no necessity for the 
amendinent. The Premier attached a 
god deal of importunce to the prin- 
ciple of Government ownership, and 
that principle had been adopted by 
the Government in many _ respects. 
The Government retained the owner- 
ship of the land sold for timber 
and pulp purposes. As to Govern- 
ment control, it had not been estab- 
lished that it was a success. Half 
the roads of Germany were owned 
by the Government, and he did not 
know that these rouds were run any 
better than roads run by private 
individuals, Was Dr. Pyne sure 
that the operation of the Temiska- 
ming Railway by the Government 
would be a success? The Intercolon- 
ial rond was being run at a loss. 
New Zealand was o long way off, 
and they were not able to say that 
Governwnent: ownership was a com- 
plete success there. If the Govern- 
ment guve cheap excursions on the 
Temiskaming Bailway, the loss 
would have to come out of the 
people of the province. “No doubt 
the C. P. R. or any other rallway 
would give a great many cheap ex- 
cursions if the Govern t would 
make up tho deficit. = 
"The Government had wo intention 
of leasing the road and could not 
do so without the consent of  Par- 
liament. The House would stulify it- 
self by adopting the policy outlin- 
ed, which might mean to turn tho 
road over to a private corporation 
after ten years, when it, Would  be- 
come a paying institution. 

Grand Oppertunity. 

Mr. Whitney pointed out that 
there was no proposition to give 
cheap excursions or to turn the rail- 
Way over to private individuals af- 
ter ten years. Dg. Pyne's proposi- 
tion was that as the Government 
had built the road it should go on 
and run it. When they spoke of 
Government ownership, which was 
being carried out in other counties 
successfully, they meant Government 
ownership and operation. Here was 
an opportunity to seo whether it 
would be wise to put into opera- 
tion the principle of Government 
ownership and operation; and if the 
experiment Was successful there 
would be a good reason to continue 
to operate the rond, If he under- 
stood the Vremier's argument — it 
wes opposed to the principle of 
Government ownership, 

The Premier observed that he was 
pointing out that Government 
ownership and Lop tration was not, 
necessarily a source \pf revenue,

Bubsidized Are to Open Up the Pre- 
winee te the Nerth—Mr. Whitaey’s 
" Sareasm hen Settlers’ One, Cent 
Rate Was Touched Upon: : 


Toronto, April 8.—The Govern- 
ment’s railway subsidy proposals 
Were tabled by Premicr Ross yester- 
day. Three railways will receive the 
assistance of the province. 

The James Bay Railway will be as- 
sisted by the guarantee of its bonds 
to the extent of $20,000 a miles for 
its 265 miles from ‘Toronto to Sud- 
bury. 

The Huntaville & Lake of Bays 
Railway will receive $10,000 for a 
railway one mile in length, conncct- 
ing two lakes. 

The third proposal covers the con- 
struction of a branch of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific from a point on the 
main line to Port Arthur, at the 
head of navigation, a distance of 
about 200 miles. The railway will 
receive $3,000 a mile in cash and 6,- 
000 acres a mile in land. 

James Ray Rallway. 


In moving the first reading of the 
Dill respecting aid to the James Bay 
Hallway, the Premier said it was 
proposed to subsidize the railway to 
Sudbury, a distance of 265 miles. 
The road had already a subsidy from 
Sudbury to Parry Sound, 95 miles, 
of $4,000 a mile, or $380,000; and 
on the northern section $2,000 a 
mile and 5,000 acres of land a mile. 
This grant was cancelled by the new 
bill, 

It was proposed to guarantee the 
bonds of the railway to the extent 
of $20,000 a mile. The railway had 
received ao subsidy from the Domin- 
fon Government for its 265 miles 
of $3,200 and if the cost of construc- 
tion ia over $15,000 a mile, the sub- 
sidy will be $6,400 a mile. Tho 
guarantee of the bonds by the pro- 
vince will place at the disposal’ of 
the railway between $25,000 and 
$26,000 a mile towarda its construc- 
tion. The estimated cost of con- 
struction was about $30,000 a mile. 
and the equipment $2,000 or $3,000 
more, If the guarantee was made the 
construction would bo begun at once 
and completed in three years. 

Am Additional Spout. 


This proposal will give . Ontario 
an additional railway system = into 
the Northwest, and the Premier at 
sotne length spoke on the advan- 
tayes that would accrue to the pro- 
vince. The railway would , connect 
with the Canada Atlantic on the 
east and the C.P.R. on the west. 

The guarantee would run for thirty 
yore. and tho bonds bear interest at 

$ percent. As socurity, the Gov- 
ernment would receive a first mort- 
gage on the railway. 

The guarantee of the bonds of a 
railway, the Premicr said, was a 
now departure in this province, but 
it was not new in the Dominion. The 
Manitoba Government had guaran- 
teed bonda to tho amount of $10,- 
000,000 for four railway systems. 
The Dominion Government had guar- 
antoed the bonds of the Canadian 
Northern to the amount of $13,000 
a mile, and had guaranteed tho 
bonds of different sections of tho 
proposed G.T.P. 

Mr. Hoyle asked {f it was proposed 
to doviate from the original survey 
of the Toronto and James Bay Raii- 
Way through the northern munici- 
palities of North Ontario into Qril- 
lia. The Premicr said it was not. 

* Raesning Arrangements, 


Continuing, the Premicr showed 
that the bill provided for running 
powors being granted to the C.P.R., 
and no doubt there would be a re- 
ciprocal arrangement between the 
two roads. It was provided that 
the construction will be of the 
higheat standard. Settlers will get 
@ rate of one cent a mile in and out 
and tholr effects will be carried at 
half the usual rate. ae 

Mr. Whitney: We couldn't’ swalloy 
the two-cent rate tho oth¢r day. 

The Premlor showed that by with- 
drawing the old subsidy of $1,000 a 
mile for ninety-five miles} the pro- 
vinco would be saving $389,000. 

Mr. Whitney: Morvly voiding the 
expenditure. 

Another line for which a subsidy 
is granted is a branch of the Hunts- 
ville & Lako of Days Railway, a 
mile in length, connecting two lakos. 
Tho railway will receive a gift of 
| $10,000. 
4 Grand Trusk Paeifie, 

The next proposal was the aid to 
.the Grand Trunk Pacific. This is a 
line from a point on Thunder Bay, 
Port Arthur or Fort William to a 
point where the railway will connect 
with the main line of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. It is/proposod to 
give a subsidy of $3,000 a milo for 
the’ 200 miles of the’ road, and a 
land subsidy of 6,000 acres a mile. 
The Promler explained that the sub- 
sidy that had been withdrawn from 
the Parry Sound Railway would be 
applied on this, The Grand Trunk, 
tho Premier said, should have an 
sindependent line to the head of the 
‘Great Lakes.

Honry Carscallen‘’s bill to prohibit 
non-lawyers from drawing legal docu- 
inents raised a atorm from the re- 
presontatives of rural constituencies, 
Messrs, Rickard, Hoyle, Barr, Clark 
aod others declaring that many 
farmers had to depend on unlicensed 
conveyancera for their logal work or 
drive twenty or thirty miles to the 
nearest lawyer, The lawyers lined 
up strongly in favor of the bill, and 
after an hour was spent in thresh- 
ing out the question’ Mr. Whitney 
stated his position. It was that 
public opinion was not prepared to 
accupt it. He believed that it would 
fail in its object, and, therefore, hoe 
thought it should not be passed 
now.

“Asociety with such a man as the fighting Mohawk at its head might be 
expected to occupy just such a place! It is fair, however, to say of the Supreme 
Chief ofthe Foresters that, while he has battled for his Order first, he has never- 
theless done itin such a manner, and with such ability; that his victories have 
beén victories for the general cause and have inspired the fraternal forces 
everywhere with fresh determination and vigor for the struggle in which they are 
engaged. , 

“ The history of the twenty-three years of the Order demonstrates the value 
of the application of careful medical tests. The Foresters have sometimes been 
criticised because of the severity with which their supreme medical board has 
dealt with applicants, but the Supreme Physician seems to have gone on’ the 
idea that hg owed nothing to the applicants but everything to the Society and, 
therefore, felt that, even at the expense of growth, it was his duty to keep down 
the death rate. We notice that in 1882 the deaths per thousand in the I. O, F. 
were 32 and in 1885 they were 7.76. Never since the later date has the rate 
been as high as even 7.75 in the thousand, and only in seven different years of 
the eighteen has it reached 6.00, In 1902 it was less than 1901, and in 1903 
slightly less than tgo2, being 6.46. In considering these figures it ought to be 
remembered that this Order accepts applicants up to fifty-five years of age, a 
maximum considerably higher than that adopted by many of the societies and, 
therefore, to be taken into account when comparisons are made. 

“Ic is, however, in the creation of a reserve fund that the I. O. F. stands out 
in such bold relief among the fraternal societies. In this matter it is only just 
to say that its example has been a powerful factor in influencing the different 
orders to abandon the hand-to-mouth system. At the beginning of 1882 the 
total assets of the I. O. F. were $2,957.83. It is almost incredible that this 
small sum has been increased year by year until at the beginning of 1904 it had 
reached the enormous total of $7,453,000. ‘To say that this result has been a 
surprise and dissappointment tu the old-line enemies of this Order is unneces- 
sary. Indeed we may be pardoned if we express the thought that it is a result 
achieved not without surprisechy-the leaders of the order. They were laboring 
with,the hope of securing good results, and their-methods proved perhaps even 
better than they had anticipated. OS

sum by the Order has been a constant inspiration to the different societies to 
persist in their efforts to get together a respectable emergency fund.

Mr. T. P, O'Connor tells the fol |. 
lowing in his Muinly About People; 
‘To many prominent Scottish famil- 
ies thero is, as is well known, at- 
tached some ghostly legend or oth- 
er,’ generally taking =the form of 
woird music or a sigilar manifesta- 
tion, which is believed to forewarn 
death of some member of the house.

*“Hasting coach,’* which is said to 
be heard (although not scen) drive 
ing to the door, when the death is 
imminent of any member of the an- 
cient family of which the Earl of 
Loudon and Lord Grey+do Ruthyn 
aro now the. heads. Lady Victoria 
Kirwan, mother of tho lady who has 
for some years past devoted heraclf 
to further the matcrial and moral 
welfare of the working shop girls of 
the West End, had good reason, she 
used to tell her intimate friends, for 
belioving in tho truth of this logend.!

A few moments Inter ho returned to 
the dining-room with a white faco 
and a strange smile, and, looking 
around on the assembled company, 
offered to wager a large sum that 
there would be a funcral from the 
house within a month, Three weeks 
later ho himself was lying dead in 
an upper chamber. The ghostly, 
warning had come to no one in the 
room excopt his sister and himsell- 
for it is heard only by those of 
Hastings blood.

THE BULL'S EYE. 
How the Center of/ihe Target Came 
te Be So Named. 

Why is the target's bull's eye a0 call- 
ed? 

This Is one of many instances in our 
language where words have gained a 
higher status than that with which 
they started and hare been promoted 
from the slang dictionary to the dic- 
tionary of words of respectable and 
current use. 

Bull's eye is found in the dictionary 
of “The Cantlng Crew™ so far back as 
1690 and was the vulgar word for the 
centra) ring+of the target used as a 
mark for archers, which waa colored 
differently from the other rings. This 
may have arisen from thé ancicat 
rounded shielda, cut out of ox hide and 
strengthened with a spike or central 
boss for this slick! or target; hence 
target was often uscd as a mark Itse}f. 

“When sheet glass began to be manu- 
factured the thickened part, where the 
tube had been attached, was called the 
bull’a eye, Then this term was succes- 
sively applied to n lens of glass, espe 
clally in a sbip’s side. to the lens of 
the lantern, to the lantern Itself and 
fually to the central boss of a target.

‘The Origin of Thus Designating Not- 
able Occasions, 

The origin of a “red letter day” bas 
been traced back to the thint cenfurr. 
Gregory, bishop of Cxsarea, , zealous 
for the conversion of pagans, found 
then unwilling to give up their custom- 
ary recreation#at the festivals of their 
guds, so, taking a leaf out of their 
book, he instituted festivals In Lonor 
of salnts and martyrs. 

This example soon led to the Institu- 
flon of holy days, now corrupted Into 
holidays.

the rest being in black; hence tbe tern 
“red letter day” for any notable occa- 
sion.

It was a much concerned au- 
dicnce, composed ‘of friends of the 
convicted men, and municipal poll- 
ticians, who could not conceal their 
anxieby as to what the sontences 
would be, Mrs, Frank Gray and two 
lady {friends were present. Mrs. Gray 
broke down when the judge pro- 
nounced sentence, and had to be 
taken from the court room.

The cream” 
will not-ripen right, and the flavor of 
the butter bas not been right for the 
last foud weeks. There is no doubt that 
the trouble 1s due to the work of some 
undesirable bacteria, says L. W. Lighty 
in Stockman and Karmer. Put up & 
good fight along the tine with broom, 
brush, cloth and plenty of hot water. 
Conn says the ‘chief agency in the 
cream ripening process is the growth 
of bacteria. Under ordinarily 
conditions in the private dairy the de 
sirable bacteria are abundant and vig- 
orous, while’ the undesirable, the in- 
habitants of filth, are few and easily 
held In check. But should those that 
produce tainted, insipid and strong but- 
ter get the upper hand they would undo 
the work,of the desirable ones, and the 
butter would be off in flavor. After 
exhausting one means trying to keep 
out the undesirable ones the next best 
method is to scald them to death by 
heating up the cream to 155 degrees rR 
and holding it there for fifteen or 
twenty minutes, then cooling It down 
to the temperature desired to hold it at. 
When we want to ripen we add a 
starter—that Is, the desirable bacteria. 
Starters can be purchased In the shape 
of commercial cultures, but as a rule 
the natural starter will do just as well 
and save the trouble and expense of 
purchasing a pure culture.

FRIENDSHIP OF FRANCE 


Was Dearly Bought in the 
French Shore Settlement. 


Paris View ef the S.taation Is That 
French Remaiwin Actual Possesslov, 
Although the Treaty Allows Xewfound- 
lead’s Inhabitants te Flay im Their 
Own Yard—Lord Stratheena Says It In 
a Yair Compremise. 


London, April 11.—(C.A.P.)—The 
Sunday Observer, undor the heading, 
“Dearly Bought Fricndgship,”” has an 
article which says the Island of St. 
Pierre and Miquelon are to remain 
in French hands, a sourco of menace 
and irritation to Canadians. It 
would have been a fuir bargain had 
those been reconveyed to Britain and 
monetary compensation awarded to 
the colonial traders and fishermen 
who have been ruined by the French 
operations on the treaty shore. 

The Paris correspondent of Tho 
Sunday Times says the view taken 
in the capital is that the treaty al- 
lows the inhabitants of Newfound- 
land to play in their own yard, but 
the French remain in possession all 
the same and will be proyided with 
plenty of bait to give afresh im- 
petua to-a declining industry. ‘The 
article concludes that the error of 
the treaty of Utrecht has been gal- 
vanized into {resh life. 

The Paria Matin says that the 
French rights in Newfoundland were 
losing vale cach year and slipping 
inevitably from their fingers by a 
Process of natural cvolution. If 
Newfoundland decided to become a 
part of Canada’ there would have 
been no compensation. 

Lord Strathcona saya the agree 
ment is a very fair compromise for 
Newfoundjand and has settled a very 
delicate question. 

Fresperity ef Canada. 

W. A. Laycock. in an article in 
The Now Liberal Review, says a ne 
markable wave of prosperity is pass- 
ing over Canada, and there is every 
evidence it will continue. In his 
View there will be an enormous —in- 
flux of desirable immigrants. The 
general conditions of trade through- 
out the Dominion and the opening 
up of western lands especially by 
the G. ‘Tl. BP. give settlers a greater 
scope for betterment than exists in 
any other part of the world. The 
writer says the remarkable increase 
in British emigrants is due to the 
energy of the Dominion emigration 
officials in England. -

plores the attitude of the trades 
unions as having a discouraging ef- 
fect on both private and state en- 
terprises.

Kuropatkin’s Plan fs to Lead 
Japs on to Point in Manchuria. 


Bussiane to Send Reinforcement of 100,- 
000 Men From Liaeyang te Neow- 
eb wasg—Japanese “Gratefai For Ru 
stan Treatment of the Bedy ef Com- 
mander Birees, the Greatest Japanese 
Were of the War—War News tm Brief. 


St, Petersburg, April 11.—The gen- 
erally anticipated attack on - Fort 
Arthur did not occur Saturday 
night, although a telegram received 
from Grand Duke Cyril reports that 
the enemy's ships were sighted on the 
horizon. It ia presumed that the Ja- 
Ppanese Were warned of the extra 
precautions which had been taken to 
guard against a surprise. 

Vice-Admiral Makaroff's' torpedo 
flotilla patrolled the open sea, while 
the warships, with full steam up, 
remained outside Port Arthur. Else 
whero throughout the war region all 
is reported quiet. 

Murepetkin’s Strategy. 


A high military authority in con- 
versation with the Associated Press 
explained why Gen. Kuropatkin’s 
plan of campaign does not con- 
template a heavy resistance to the 
uapeoe, advance at the Yalu, say- 
DR: : 

“Either defeat or victory in a bat- 
tle there would be disadvantagcous 
to us. If we lost we would have to 
fall back through a difficult country. 
If we won, and I say to you that 
Russian strategy is based on the 
idea of victory and not on that of 
defeats, success would be fruitless. 
We could not follow it up without 
exposing the army to too great 
risks. On account of the Japancse 
control of the sea, if we pursucd the 
enemy, into the Peninsula of Corea, 
we would open both flanks to a pos- 
sible attack, No; the Japanese must 
come on toa point in the interior 
which has been selected, and where 
We can follow up a crushing defeat 
to the bitter end with blow after 
blow and seal the fate ofthe cam- 
paign.”* 

It is understood here as the result 
of Gen, Kuropatkin’s visit to New- 
chwang, reinforcements of 100,000 
men will be sent forward from Liao- 
yang. 

Japae Grateful. 

Tokio, April 11.—The body of the 
Japanese officer found and buried at 
Port Arthur is unquestionably that 
of Commander Takaze Hirose, who 
lost his life in the engagement on 
March 27, when Vice-Admiral Togo 
made his second attempt to bottle 
up that port. The description of the 
uniform tallies with that worn by 
the officers of Hirose’s rank. The 
fact that the body had been missing 
is further confirmatory of this. 

The Government ckeply appreciates 
the action of the Russians in giving 
the remaina,a military funeral, and 
officers of the naval rank have = re- 
queatcd the Associated Press to ex- 


press their appreciation of the Rus- 
sian courtesy. 
The fragment of Hiroso’s body, 


which has been brought here, will be 
given a public funcral on April 153, 
according to the Shinto ceremonial. 
Commander Hirose in the greatest 
Japancse hero of the war, and after 
the conclusion of hostilities an effort 
will be made to secure the remains 
interred at Port Arthur and bring 
them to Japan. 
Autee Fer the Freat. 

Paris, April 11.—According to the 
St. Petersburg correspondent of The 
Journal, a targe number of armored 
automobiles, manufactured in Ger- 
many, France and Belgium, will 
leave there for the front to-day. 

Mer Own Dicsoharge Sank ther. 


St. Petersburg, April 11.—The 
Cear Is furious at the discoveries of 
gross corruption in the Russian 


Navy Yards. The discovery was 
made as a result of the sinking of u 
gunboat which had recently been 
finished. The discharge of her gun 
in firing a salute was so shattering 
that the plates were loosened, and 
the boat went down in a few min- 
utes. 
Second Army Lands. 

Paris, April 11.—The second Jap- 
ancse army, according to the St, 
Petersburg correspandent of The 
Temps, is now landing in Corea. 
Extensive army manouvres are being 
organized for Finland = (Hussia), 
where a large force of reserves is 
stationed, 

War News in Brief.” 

Lomion, April 11.—No confirma- 
tion has-reached London of the var- 
ious rumors, most of which came by 
way of Varis, of land fighting. land- 
ings by Japanese on the Listoung 
Peninsula, the capture of Japanese 
transports by Russians, etc.

The Japanese papers ridicule the 
idea of the Russian Baltic Sea 
squadron ever reaching the Far 
East and does not belicve it’ will 
over make the attempt. 

Mreke a British square, 

London, April 11.—The British 
punitive expedition operating 
against the Okpoto tribe of natives 
in Nigeria (British West Africa), lost 
four men killed« dud forty-cight 
wounded in the fighting recently, 
while the Okpotos foucht their way 
into the midst of a Hritish square. 
The Okpotos continue detorminedly 
to resist the advance of the | expedi- 
tion. 

Six Thibetans Were Killed 

London, April 1. ONiciai 
patches from Lord Cu mn, the 
roy of India, st 
ing at Samandy ea April 7, a 
British party that had been invited 
to a parley by Uke Thibetans were 
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treachcrously fired upon, the Thibct- 
Qns had six killed and three wound- 
ed. None of ‘the British were in- 
jurod. The Lhassa Government has 
confiscated the property of tho gen- 
crals and Lama for failing to stop 
the advance of the British at Guru, 
Fighting the Hererce. 


Berlin, April 11.—Advices from 
German West Africa relate that ‘on 
April 2, Major Von Glazenopp’s col- 
umn had an engagement with the 
Hereros, in) which nincty-tywo were 
killed, while thirty-threo of tho Ger- 
man forces met death. The artillery, 
action was brilliant. 


HON. W. B. VAIL DEAD. 


—_—_— 
Wan Canada’s Minister of Milltin and 
Defence Froim 1874 to 1878. 


Halifax, N. S., April} 11.—A_ pri- 
vate cablegram from England an- 
nounces the death there yesterday of 
Licut.-Col. the Hon. William Berri- 
an Vail, ox-Minister of Militia and 
Defence of the Dominion of Canada. 
Col. Vaif was the son of the late 
John Cougle Vail of Sussex, N. B., 
long a judge ‘of the County Court, 
and was born there on Dec, 19, 
18235. He entered public life in 1867 
as a Conservative, being one of the 
representatives for Dighy in the 
Nova Scotia Assembly. On the re 
fusal of the Conservative party to 
submit the terms of union with Ca- 
nada to the electors. ho became a 
Liberal and joined the Annand Gov- 
ernment as Provincial Secretary and 
leader of the Government in the As- 
sembly. In September, 1874, Col. 
Vail joined the Mackenzie Govern- 
ment at Ottawa as Minister of Mi- 
litia and Defenoo, and remained in 
the House of Commons till the close 
of the third Parliament in 1878. He 
sat again in the House from 1882 
to 1887, when, be was defeated by 
the late John Campbell in the gen- 
eral election held. in. tho latter year, 

During his provincial term of office 
Col. Vail carricd through various 
useful measures, including the Bal- 
lot Act, the Yarmouth & Annapolis 
Railway Acts, and an act for the es- 
tablishment of county courts. As 
Minister of Defence, his chief title 
to remembrance was the establish- 
ment of the Royal Military College 
at Kfngston. Col. Vail served as 
delegate to England in 1882 for the 
Nova Scotia Government in connec- 
tion with the construction of the 
Weatern Countica Railway Act. 

Mr, Vail was licutenant-colonel of 
the Second Regiment of the Digby 
Militia, and married Charlotte Les- 
lie, eldest daughter of Charles Jones 
of Weymouth, N.S. For the past 
eight years ho has been resident at 
Dover, England, with one of his 
daughtera, the wife of Col. O'Brien, 
of the Royal Engineers. Mea. Archi- 
bald C. Smithell of Halifax is also 
a daughter.

Los Angeles, Cal., April 10.—In 
this sermon the preacher shows that 
in sickness, as well as in health, God 
Tequires our co-operation and the 
exercise of our faith, and that the 
divine blessing follows this union of 
faith and works, The text is Gene 
sis xxx, 39, ‘‘And the flocks brought 
forth cattle, ringstraked, speckled 
and spotted,"* 

Laban, though a man of wealth 
and influence among the Hebrows of 
his day, was yet, like many rich 
men in our timo, mean and unprin- 
cipted whero a bargain was involved, 
Tan his compact with Jacob the weak 
points of his character were strik- 
ingly revealed. Hic had two daught- 
ers. “Leah was tendyr cyed, but 
Rachel was very’ beautiful; ’* in 
other words, the elder sister was 
homely and unattractive, She was 
a maiden lady whom no one cared 
to’marry; her cyes were inflained, or 
watery, or ‘‘cust; ’" her disposition 
was evidently as much askew as her 
eyes. Jacob was deeply in love with 
the younger sister, but after he had 
served soven long years for her old 
Laban cheated him out of his prom- 
ised bride and palmed off upon the 
young man the unattractive elder 
sister. Then, in order to win tho 
younger sister, Jacob had to serve 
geven more long years, and as a re- 
sult he had two wives instead of 
one, 

At the end of hia fourteen years of 
service Jacob prepared to Icave his 
father-in-law’s employ. He wanted 
to take his two wives and go off and 
build a home of his own somewhere, 
‘This, however, Laban did not wish 
him to do, So the crafty Laban 
made a contract with Jacob that if 
he would stay and continue in cha 
of his herds-of cattle and flocks of 
sheep he, Laban, would give to tho 
young man as payment for his ser- 
vices all the calves and the lambs 
and tho kids that were born ring- 
Straked or speckled or spotted. 
Jaco agreed to the bargain, Lut 
when he agreed the young man was 
craftier than the old man. As the 
father-in-law had been unprincipled 
with Jacob, so Jacob was unprincip- 
led now with Laban. What did 
Jacob do? Did he allow nature to 
simply take its usual course? No. 
Ho began to schemo and to cunning- 
ly influence the colors of the calves, 
the kids and the lambs about to be 
born. He took somo rods of green 
poplar and hazel and chestnut and 
laid those rods of white and black 
in the watering troughs of the herds 
and tho flocks. Then, when the cows 
and the sheep and the goats camoc 
to drink out of the watering troughs 
the black and white rods reflected In 
the water made such a startling im- 
pression upon thom that tho calves, 
kids and lambs born thereafter were 
influenced by that prenatal shock, 
and most of them were ringstraked 
and spotted and speckled. Thus 
Jacob's herds grow larger than La- 
ban's, and the craft of the unscrupu- 
lous son-in-law overreached the dis- 
honesty of the father-in-law, 

After Jacob placed the rods of 
gtven poplar and hazel and chestnut 
in the watering troughs the start- 
ling and far reaching effect produced 
upon the animals is not to bo wond- 
ered at. If you place a stick in tho 
water, by the laws of reficction that 
wood may seom to become a crea- 
ture of life. I remember whon a lad 
once dropping my fishing pole, and 
as it lay at the bottom of the brook 
the ripples made that rod look like 
a long serpent wriggling up-stream. 
As these cattle stoop to drink I see 
them start back as though oa Ven- 
emous hissing snake was lilting up 
his fatal fangs to strike. My text 
presents ono of the best instances to 
be found in literature of the far 
reaching effect of the mind over the 
physical body. 

Wo may grant te-day the influence 
of the mind over the body, but we 
do not go so far as to assert that 
nll’ physical diseases or abnormali- 
ties are the direct results of mental 
hallucinations as the straked, spot- 
ted and speckled) progeny of the 
cows, sheep and goats were the re- 
sult of Jacob’s wicked act, We do 
not advocate: the theory that a sur- 
gvon's knife is only another name 
for a butcher's axe, that a modern 
hospital is only a Satanic incuba- 
tor, that a medicine bottle ia onty 
Yools’ poison and that sickness — is 
only a synonym for sin; but, as thero 
are thousands and tens of thousands 

of men and women who honestly be- 
lieve in ‘faith cure,’* pure and 
simple, as we term that definition, [ 
have choson in this sermon to preach 
on Jesus Christ as the Divine Heal- 
er and to show both from a Bibli- 
cal and a common sense standpoint 
that. tho surgeon’s knife and tho 
physician’s prescription have a part 
in the world’s Christianization and 
civilization as well as the minis 
ter's pulpit and the consecrated 
school-teacher’s desk, 

The Bible teaches us that faith 
should always go hund in hand with 
works. The same divine laws which 
apply to men in ordinary walks of 

life apply also to the patient in the 
invalid’s room or upon tho hospital 
operating table. Tha Christ who 
stands by the sick bed is the same 
Christ who accompanics us when, In 
health and strength, we go forth to 
fight the great battle of life, Christ 


wants no drones in the busy human

just as commendable in'man's sight 
as is the struggio for daily bread: 
In the {final extremity, when all - 
human effort is exhausted, we may 
look to God alone; but until that 
point is reached wo must both work 
and pray; work ccasolessly, and 
bravely, and hopeleasly, and invoke 
the divine blessing on our labors. 
But, though the whole trend of the 
Bible teaches that works and faith, 
as twin sistors, should go hand in 
hand in search of the waters of phy- 
sical health, yet faith curists blind 
their eyes and stop their ears’ to 
these Biblical teachings. They get a 
hold on one little passage of Scrip- 
turc and separate it” from all its 
surrounding connections, <As a 





?sweot morsel they turn it over and 


over again, They magnify it. They 
distort it, and then they-cceat their 
entire belicf upon it. Theso people 
may bo good at heart, but they 
treat Scripture somewhat as a fam- 
ous reformer did in the noted moct- 
ing hc had with John Calvin in 
Munich, I believe, in about the year 
1540. After ho had valiantly helped 
to fight the battlo of the reformation 
to a glorious and a successful issue 
he still clung tenaciously to the doc- 
trine of transubstantiation. That doc- 
trinc, in plain language, means that 
when we drink of the communion 
wine and eat of the communion 
bread we literally are drinking of 
Christ’s blood dnd cating of Christ's 
body. The other school of thcologi- 
cal thought held that when we as- 
somble at the communion table we 
only cat of Christ’s body and drink 
of Christ’s blood in symbol, We 
eat and drink in symbol, as the 
lamb‘s blood shed upon the Jewish 
altar was. the symbol of Christ’s 
blood about to be shed for us. This 
battle over transubstantiation rag- 
ed bitterly for years between the two 
schools of religious thought. 

In order to bring this theological 
conflict to a close the two schools 
persuaded the two leaders, John 
Calvin and this mighty man, to 
meet and discuss the thcological 
questions at issue. What did this 
famous reformer do at that con- 
forence?: History tells us that he 
brought along a_ tablecloth, upon 
which was embroidered these six 
words, taken from the twenty-sixth 
chapter of Matthew: ‘“Take, cat; 
this ia my blood."* Then he placed 
that cloth over a table and simply 
rested his hand upon it and said 
nothing. No matter what arguments 
were brought forward, he answered 
nothing. All that he did was to 
point to the one sentence written 
ble, “Take, eat; this is 
* But,’ said John Cal- 

0 rist also said, ‘I am the 
vine, ye are the branches.’ Are you 
going to take that sentence litcral- 
ly? Docs that sentence imply that 
Jesus is a stick?’ But the reformer 
would answer nothing. All that ho 
did was to point to the one sentence 
upon the table, which read, ‘“Take, 
cat; this is my body.’ So in the 
same way the faith curists pure and 
simple will not accept the trend of 
the Bible's toachings. They will not 
compare passage with passage. They 
will not sec that every leaf of every 
chapter of every book of the Bible 
teaches that faith must go hand in 
hand with works, They will not: sce 
that it is almost impossible to find 
an incident where Christ healed tho 
sick unlese at the same time he com- 
pelled action upon tho part of thoso 
whom he would physically help. 

Did not Christ compel action upon 
the part of him that was blind? 
After ho had anointed tho blind eyes 
with a moist clay did he not say 
unto the young man, “Go wash in 
the pool of Siloam?’ He went his 
way, therefore, and washed and came 
secing. Did not Christ compel ac- 
tion upon the part of the tan lepers? 
“Go show yourselves. unto tho 
priests. And it came to pass as they 
went they wero cleansed.”* Did not 
God compel the leper Naaman to 
leave the far off Damascus and dip 
soven times in tho Jordon before his 
flesh became like unto that of a lit- 
tle child? I am not here advocating 
any heretical idea that Christ can- 
not and will not in many cases heal 
our physical diseasos, but I assert 
that as a people we have no- more 
right to expect the Divine Physician 
to answer our prayers for health 
without any ce-operative effort on 
our part than we have a right to 
expect our Divino Commissary to 
give us our dally bread without our 
working for it. We have just as 
much right to kneel down at night 
and say the Lord’s Prayer, ‘'Givo us 
this day our daily bread,’’ and then 
in our eagerness to expect next 
morning ao visionary © breakfast to 
Jump out of a visionary fire and 
sizzle upon a visionary broiler and 
tho water faucct to fill the pot with 
visionary coffee or the yeast to 
tumble the empty bread tray down 
the dummy filled with visionary hot 
toast as wo have to expect the sick 
to be made well without our own 
effort upon which divine blessing has 
been invoked. Faith to react upon 
works; works always in the invaild'’s 
room to go hand in hand with faith! 

If the Bible does not honor tho 
medical profession’ why did Christ 
use as illustration this sentenco for 
one of his sermons, ‘“They that bo 
whole need not a physician, but they 
that are sick?'’ Does not that divine 
statement mean, ‘‘They that are 
sick nevd a physician?"’ When Heze- 
kiah was sick unto death he prayed 
to God to give him a longer lease 
of life. God answered that prayer. 
But how? Through human medica- 
mont, Isaiah, the prophet, told tho 
nurse to make a poultice out of figs 
end put it upon tho King's © boil, 
and he recovered. Hezekiah prayed. 
Oh, yes. But in answer to that 
prayer God told him to use a sanc- 
tified poultice. What did Paul mean 
when ho wrote to Timothy to ‘‘take 
a little wine for thy stomach’s 
sake."’ Paul was merely prescribing 
a dose of medicine for a sick col- 
leaguc. Paul writes thus to Timothy, 
because tho Holy Land with but few 
exceptions, is noted for its impure 
watera; therefore Paul, as a common 
sense Christion, prescribes a little 
medicine. when he says, ‘Drink no 
water,“but use a little wine for thy 
stomach's sake.”’ All through the

‘The difference in the cost 
of books by buying large quantitica 
would be from 25 to 35 per cent., 
the different readers being put down 
as follows: Part I, retail price 10c., 
wholesalo price 7jc.; Part HI, 15c. 
and 1ljc.; Second Reader, 20c, and 
ld4c.; Third Reader, 30c. and 20c. 

Muaicipal Act Amondments. 

The amendments to the Municipal

in a numberof cases Investigated by 
an expert for this journal {t was re- 
vealed that the owners of the dairies 
in question were making a fgir average 
of milk per cow.at a reasonable ever- 
ace cost, while the net returns from 
the milk in no ease appeared te met a 
profit. 

One examination, for instance, show- 
ed a herd of twenty-four cows averag- 
ing abott'2,400 quarts of milk per bead 
per years The ‘conditions of produc- 
tion were handled so well as to pro- 
duce tiptop' milk of richness abore the 
average. ; 

The owner of the berd calculated his 
cost of production at xbout 2.7 cents a 
quart for the winter season and at 2.4 
cents for the summer season, meaning 
an average of 2.5 cents a quart for the 
year. 

The milk was sold to the city trade, 
and for the year 1901 he netted 247 
cents a quart for It, and In 1902 he 
netted 2.73 a quart for it, an average 
of 2.6 cents n&juart net for the two 
years. 

As his average production cost in fhe 
two years Was at least 2.55 cents a 
quart, the net return of 2G cents a 
quart left Lim an ayjareat profit of 
0005 cent a quart, or dout $28.80 on 
the 57,000 quarts sold ‘n each year. |

We never like to make a cow pick 
grain-from coarse‘fodder, A good deal 
jg wasted In fecding that way, yet we 
have seen mangers where apparently 
the cow didn’t get a clean meal once a 
month, We remember looking in at one 
barn owned by the man who enter- 
tulned the Institute speakers, and thero, 
was hardly a sound manger in the 
barn, plenty of holes where the grain 
dropped through to the ground beneath, 
and the cow made frantic efforts to re- 
cover it. No wonder dairying dido't 
pay on the host's farm, and he was 
enxious to try some new line. Once in 
awhile we see a dairyman who feeds 
wet feed, but we do not like this prac- 
tice, The mangers are apt to be wet all 
the time. Wet, pasty grain accumulates 
{h the corners, and the mangers often 
become very repulsive and Insanitary. 
Mangers are often made much too large 
at the bottom, and the cow makes des 
perate efforts to reach the feed in the 
corners. She strains this way and that 
and often slips and falls heavily to the 
floor, and then we wonder why she has 
big knees or even why abortion strikes 
our herd.—Rural New Yorker. :

St. Petersburg Reports Declares That the 
Japanese Have Lowered Their Fiag at 


Surely Ga—Heavy Virisg Beard Ne- 
tween Tesgehow aed Fert Arthar— 
Rusela Kxpecte Another Fight. 


St. Petersburg, April 13.—Gencral 
Kuropatkin, in a despatch to the 
Ewperor bearing yesterday's date, 
says that Gen. Krasnalinsky on the 
night of April 8 ordered a detach- 
ment of sharpshooters to cross to 
the left bank of the Yalu, opposite 
Wiju, | The sharpshooters landed on 
the Island of Samalind and surprised ! 
a patrol of Japancse scouts, just as 
the latter were approaching the cast 
side of tho island in threo boats. 

The Russians ullowed the Japan- 
ese to land and then fired on them. 
Nearly all the Japancse were shot, 
bayoneted or drowned and -their 
boats sunk. The Itussians sustained 
no losses,

kine and Soubaschonoy distinguished ; 
themselves in the fight. 

On the following day the Japanese 
lowered their flag at Wiju and.their 
outposts, which latcly have been 
seen, fell, back. 

On the night of April 9 four Russi- © 
ans crossed the river to Yanamo 
(Yonghampho?) and made towards a 
Russian Village, where they found a” 
squadron of Japanese cavalry. They 
remained there twelve hours, when 
they were betrayed by Corea&s and 
found themselves obliged to swim 
the river, their boat ha¥ing struck a 
sandbank, One soldier lost his life.

Impeachmoenta, : 

In 1797 Senator Willian Blount of 
Tennessee was impeached for treason 
fn negotiating personally with Great 
Britain and was acquitted. On March 
3, 1803, Judge John Pickering of the 
federal court in New Hanpshire was 
found guilty on the trial of an {m- 
penchment of drunkenness and pro- 
fanity on the bench and was removed. 
On March 13, 1804, William Chase, as- 
sociate justice of the supreme court, 
was impeached. He was acquitted on 
March 1, 1605. Meantime, on Dec, 13, 
1804, Judge James H. Peck of the fed- 
eral court of Missouri was acquitted 
by the senate after impeachment by 
the house. On May 6, 1802, Judge 
West H. Humphrey of the federal 
court of Tennessee was removed for 
treason, In 1863 -Andrew Jobnson, 
“president of the United States, was 
impeached for bigh crimes and mis 
demeanors and acquitted. In March, 
1876, the former secretary of war, 
General W. W. Belknap, was impeach- 
ed for bribery in making appoint- 
ments. He was acquitted on Aug. 1, 
1876, His was the last impeachment.

Pickied Lemons. {

Toronto, April 13.—That hitherty 
stationary majority of three for the 
Government in thé Legislature sdar- 
ed yesterday.

Repert of Committee 


“It in ovident that the railways 
of Ontario could bear additional 
taxation without interfering with 
their efficiency, and without = im- 
Posing upon them burdens dispro- 
portionate to those imposed under 
the assessment act on real estate 
generally or upon other corpora- 
tions. The committec had observed 
that under the asseasment act now 
before the House municipal corpora- 
tions have been authorized to tax 
certain portions of railway property 
heretofore exempt, ‘The subcomum 
tee has also noticed that under 
bill introduced by the Provincial 
Treasurer the Provincial tax upon 
railways has been greatly increased, 
and, as the committee is advised, 
will yield a revenue of about $200,- 
GOU per annum, as against $35,000 
received under the old rate. So far 
no legislation has been suggested, 
except in this measure, which would 
tax, either by municipalities or Pro- 
vines, United States railways with 
running powers over Ontario rail- 
Ways, or the great railway car-loan- 
ing corporations or other corpora- 
tions owing their own cars, which, 
the committee believes, use the On- 
tario railway system for the trans- 
portation of fretght along Canadian 
railways cast and west. 

Tex Foreign Cars. 


“The committee is of opinion that 
Iegislation should be provided where- 
by car-loaning corporations afore- 
aaid and other corporations not 
coming within the province of ‘other 
legislation should bo made to con- 
tribute to the Provincial revenue, 
and to that end, if practicable, Iegis- 
lation might be introduced this ses- 
sion. As to «the methods to be 
adopted in the carly future for the 
purpose of taxing railway corpora- 
tions the subcominittee is of opinion 
that, instead of now appointing a 
commission specially for that pur- 
pose, the matter of railway tuxa- 
tion might be entrusted to a lro- 
Vinciul commission that would take 
into consideration such questions as

Am Incident of the Childhood ef the 
td Master Ole Bell, 

Ole Bull, the great violinist, was born 
with a genlus for music, To him the 
swaying of bluebells, the wind and 
rain and waterfalls, the music of birds 
and bees—all these were the yolces of 
nature, and he tricd to reproduce them 
on his violin. . 

It is sald that the musiclan’s first 
slolin was given him by an uncle when 
he was but four years old, and his de- 
light at the present knew no bounds. 

“My father wanted me to be a minis- 
ter,” said he in telling the story many 
years after, “and I thought I must do 
as he wished. But when I was eight 
years old he bought me a new violin 
and arranged to have me study under 
a teacher, ‘for’ he sald, ‘a minister 
ought to know a little about music.’ 
That- night I could not sleep. I rose 
in the night to get a peep at the pre- 
cious violin. It was so red, and the 
pretty pearl screws did smile at me no! 
I pinched the strings just a little with 
my Singers, and it smiled at me more: 

I took up the bow and 
looked at it. It said to me it would be 
pleased to have me try it across the 
strings. So I did try it just a very. 
very lttle, and it did play so softly. I 
forgot that it was midnight and every- 
body asleep, and the next minute I felt 
my father’s whip across my shoulders. 
My little red violin dropped on the floor 
and was broken. I did weep very much 

for it, but it did no good. They did 
have a doctor to it the next day but it

Blewpipe. f 
Take an ordinary tobacco pipe and 
stop the bowl with a tightly fitting 
cork. ‘The plpe may be elther a wood- 
en or a clay one, but it should be new 
and clean, ~~ A 
Bore 2 small hole through the cork, 
near one side, just big enough to hold a 
straw. The straw should. be a little 
longer than the cork, and at the top it 
&bouki! be slit down an Inch or so and 
the pleces’spread out in the form of a 
funnel, 
Or you may use a small glass tube 
with a Uttle paper funnel pasted to the 
top of it. If the straw or tube does not

fit the hole’ exactly a little wax at the 
top will make the joint alr tight. Now 
take another cork, cut it down to a 
round ball as big a8 a small marble, “a 
miggle,” and plerce it through the center 
with a long bajrpin from which you 
have broken off the greater part of one 
leg. The stright end should stick 
farther out of the ball aban the other, 
80 that the hooked end will be higher 
and will stay on top. Yow In the other 
side of the large cork fearest the stem 
of the pipe stick a Jong wire, bent over 
and above and ending In a hook exact- 
ly over the Httle funnel and three or 
four Inches above it. 

Then drop the cork ball {nto the fun- 
nel, put the pipe to your lips and blow,

SPELLING GAMES, 


& Goed Way For Cirls and Boys te 
Amase Themselves. 

There are several kinds of spelling 
games which can be played in tho 
same way, one of the most amusing 
being as follows: A long word, such as 
“catastrophe,” {s given out, and each 
player writes it down at the top of 
his paper, Five minutes are given in 
which to write down any words which 
can be made out of the letters in ca- 
tastropheswhich begin with the letter 
C (such as cat, cot, cast, cate, cater, 
cap, cape, cost).

A 
quarter of an hour {s given, in which 
all the players have to write down a3 
many words as they can think ofwend- 
ing in “cate,” such as delicate, advo 
cate, vacate, and at the end of the time 
one of the company reads the wérds 
aloud, If more than one person has 
thought of a word it does not count, 
The prize Is given to the person who

London, April 14.—The Houso of 
Commons yesterday, by 270 to 61 
votes, adopted. a resolution saac- 
tioning ‘the tniployment of Indian 
troons for the protection of the *‘po- 
litical mission to ‘Thibet.** 

Mr. Brodrick proceeded to def2nd 
the British act‘on. saying that — the 
British Government could. not ac- 
quiesco to anv change in the politi- 
cal status quo in Thibet, nor coun- 
tenance an attempt on the part of 
any of the forcign Governments to 
establish a predominant interest. 

Great Britain had no desire to 
occupy the couutry or to establish a 
permanent mission in Thibet, but the 
Government was absolutcly resolved 
that if any power is to be predomi- 





nant in Thibet it must be Great 
Britain. 

The Liberal leader, Sir’ Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, warmly © criti- 


cized and condemned the mission and 
the *‘slaughter”™ of the Thibetans, de- 
Claring that Mr. Brodrick’s explana- 
tions were whe liv jnsufficient.

boat with the Canadian Northern at 
Port Arthur and Gradually building 
Government lines across the conti- 
nent. 

The memorandum was submitted 
by Mr. Blair to bis colleagues on 
Sept. 10, 1902, sume months before 
the Grand ‘Trunk Pacific Wailway 
scheme was unfolded to the public. 
Mr. Blair wnust have “winded” the 
Grand Trunk deal, for the memoran- 
duy.was obviously designed to head 
off Mr. Cox and his  fellow-promot- 
ers, and extend the system of Gov- 
ernment railways. The document 
also explains why Mr. Blair was left 
out in the cold when the informal 
negotiations between the Govern- 
ment and the Grand Trunk Pacific 
promoters took place and consider- 
ably simplifies the mystery of his re- 
signation from the Cabinet.

Cxar’s Vice-Admiral Makaroff 
Goes Down With His Vessel. 





PETROPAYLOVSK © 
STRIKES A MINE 





Batcioohip Turas Tertle and 600 Hassiazs 
Perish in Am Instant—Grand Duke 
Cyril Weanded Bat Saved With Five

St. Petersburg, April 14.—Tho fol- 
lowing official despatch has been re- 
ceived here from Rear Admiral Grie 
goetovitch, the commandant at Port 
Arthur, addressed to the Empeior: 

Port Arthur, April 13.—The Petro- 
paviovsk struck a mine, which blew 
her up, and she turned turtle. Our 
squadron was under Golden Hill. The 
Japanese squadron was approaching, 
Vice-Admirat Makarofi evidently was 
lost. Grand Duke Cyril was saved, 
Ho is slightly injured. Capt. Jakov- 
lel was saved, though severely in- 
jured, 80 were ‘five officers and thirty- 
two men, all gnore or less injured. 
The enemy's feet has disappeared, 
Rear Admiral [Prince Ouktomsky has 
assumed command of the feet.”

A Terrible Blew. 


The awful disaster ta the battle 
ship Petropaviovsk at Pert Arthur, 
with a loss of almost her entire 
crew of over 600 nwn, and the 
death of Vice-Admiral Makarof has 
been a terrible blow. ‘Thy-day has 
been one of intense excitement St. 
Petersburg, ‘The first inkling of} the 
catastrophe leaked out fon the receipt 
of a telegram by Grand Duke Viadi- 
mir from his son, Gran’ Duke Boris, 
announcing the loss of the Petropay- 
lovsk and the woundisig of Grand 
Duke Cyril, who wag/first officer. 

The Caar Overwhelmed. 


A religious service was immediate

A rumor is to the effect that Rear 
Admiral Melas is among those killed 
aboard the Petropaviovsk. No great 
attention is paid to these rumors, 
but the universal opinion here is 
that the official explanations of tho 
disaster are unsatisfactory. 

Mory ef a Fight, 

The Times correspondent says: ‘At 
9.40 yesterday morning amid. rain 
squalls we sighted a squadron, which 
proved to be the Japanese fleet of 
six battleships, followed by a first- 
class cruiser squadron of six ships, 
in line ahead, the third and fourth 
being the Kasuga and the Nisshin, 
which were making their first. ap- 
pearance with the fleet. With the Mi- 
kasa leading the vessels were shap- 
ing their course for Port Arthur. 
Forty miles distant from Port | Ar- 
thur the battleships drew out at full 
specd. The Kasuga and the Nisshin 
joined the battleships, the other 
cruisers remaining behind, the inter- 
val between being maintained by the 
division of torpedo boat destroyers. 

Mad Covered Attack,  ¢ 

“As we neared Port Arthur wo 
found two first-class and four second- 
class cruisers already there. This 
squadron had covered the torpedo 
attuck in the small hours of the 
morning. 

“The battleships now hoisted their 
fighting flags and stcamed in the 
sume formation, tho Mikasa leading 
and the new ships bringing up the 
rear, to within six miles of Port 
Arthur's frowning promontory. 

“At 10.20 o'clock the shore batter- 
fes opened, but the fire was only de- 
aultory and it seemed as though 
Vico-Admiral Togo was making a de- 
monstration rather than a bombard- 
ment. 

“Three times Togo’s fighting squad- 
ron circled-in front of the enemy's 
position, drawing a desultory reply, 
and at noon the admiral withdrew 
his battleships to the southward,.”’ 

Crelser Bayan Damaged. 

The Daily Telegraph's correspon- 
dent at  Wei-Hai-Wei, tclegraphing 
under date of April 13, says: 

“The Iritish cruiser Espiegle re- 
ports that at 5.45 o’clock this morne 
ing she sighted five Japanese ware 
ships engaging the Russian cruiser 
Sayan, making for Port Arthur from 
the direction of the Yalu. The Rus- 
sian cruiser Askold and another 
cruiser issued from Port Arthur to 
aasidt the Bayan, 

“At 6.45 o'clock the Russians got 
under the shelter’ of the. forts, but 
the Bayan ‘was evidently damaged, 
as quantities of stoam were seen cs- 
caping. 

“At 8 o'clock the Japanese ships 
opened a heavy gun fire on the forts, 
which did not reply, and after 15 
minutes’ bombardment the Japanese 
retired to the castward,"’ 

A Japanese Tribute. 

The Japanese tegation last night 
had no official information in re- 
gard to fighting yesterday off Port 
Arthur. Baron Hayashi, the Jap- 
eanese minister, said Vice-Admiral 
Makarofs death was an exceedingly 
dramatic occurrence, and he paid a 
tribute to the late admiral as a 
Kreat strategist and tactician, and 
suid he would be a great loss to 
the Russian navy. 

Twenty Dead Rassians. 

Tokio, April 14.—An official telo- 
gram from Wiju says that a coin- 
pany of Russian troops attempted 
to cross*the first stream of the Yalu 
River west of Wilu Tuesday morn- 
ing, and that a company of Jup- 
anese attacked and drove the ius- 
sians back. ‘The bodivs of twenty 
dead Russians, the telegram adds, 
were found after the fight.

ese Luncheon Set of Dollies 
‘er a Country House. 

This sct consists of a thirty-four inch 
square center, dollics for use under 
plates and the lap servicttes. Doilies 
and serviettes are sixteen {niches 
square, of coarse unbleached Russian 
crash. They are a pretty fad for a 
country house wild rose luncheon, ne- 
cording to a Good Housckceping writ- 
er, who tells how they are made. The 


| &uare mat is used In the center, and 


on it are placed the epergne and vases 
of wild roses. 

The xstitehery is In xolld Kensinzton 
work In blendings of rose plaks, frgin 
the most delicate shades in the blooms 
to the deepest, with foliage in the 
shades of olive and with Its leaflets In 
the palest. The stems are shaded, be- 
ginning nearest the blooms with the 
Nghtest aad graduating into the deep- 
est olives, with Lere and there a touch 
of brown, with the same reddish 
Drown used for the thorns. The buds 
are of the deepest sluades of pink with 
raised stuffed calyx: the centers are of

greenish yellow, orange and deep pink 


mixed in French knot stitch. Solid 
Kensington shaded work fs used in the 
stitchery throughout the design and is 
sometimes calicd long and short stitch 
in gradation of color, for the stitches 
are not of equal Jength, but are worked 
into one another or between them. 

The worker adapts, as o matter of 
course, the length of the stitch to the 
work to be done, directing it also ne- 
cording to the form to be expressed, 
and so arrives almost before she is 
aware of it (by way of-satin stitch) at 
what Js called pluinage stitch, If this 
work is wrought entirely on an em- 
broidery fraine it can be done in split 
stitch, in which the needJe 1s brought 
up through the foregoing stitch and 
splits It. The edges have a> three- 
fourths hem, heinstltched for the cen- 
terplece, and: one-fourth inch for the 
dollies and serviettes, and each varies 
in its arrangement of the svild rose de- 
sign, thrown on carelessly in one cor- 
ner of the small piece and the four cor- 
ners of the large one. All are designed 
to be used on a polished table without 
cloth. S

Frank Oliver, M. P., 
declared in his speech thy other night 
that he would stand byjhis party in 
preference to the principle of public 
ownership, for, which ¢he has long 
professed almost tender regard. 

Last night Ralph Smith followed 
the example of the member for  Al- 
berta by a repudiation of public own- 
ership as Involved on the Opposition 
alternative trans-continental railway 
policy, Mr. Smith's excuses were in- 
genious if they were not sound. He 
enunciated the oxtraordianry doc- 
trine that until all the municipali- 
ties embrace the principle of _ public 
ownership, national ownership and 
operation of railways cannot 
be thought of. “What the people 
do in thoir local capacity is 
what they want the Government to 
do in a gencral policy,"’ he declared. 

Dr. Roche of Marquette made a 
strong argument. against the scheme. 
A few interruptions from W. F. Me- 
Creary of Selkirk were handled with 
skill and effectiveness, much to the 
embarrassinent of — that gentleman. 
Donald Sinclair, the new member for 
Guysboro spoke with an.nair of assur- 
ance that did not harmonize any too 
Well with the weight of his remarks.

Wages of English Hangmen. _ 
The many ereettions taking place 
these days would’ give the Ile to the 
story had {t not already been contra- 
dicted that the hangman’ suffers por- 
erty. But the cdurt of aldermen real- 
ly does possess the record of an appeal 
for increase of the bangman's salary. 
duck Ketch wrote that as executioner 
he could get no other employment; 
that he had to keep an assistant, but 
that bangings were so rare as to make 
it impossible for him to live. He must 
have compared his own lot with that 
of the French hangman in the palmy 
days of that officer before the guillo- 
tine killed his profession. “The post 
is sacred here,” wrote a dlarist in 
Paris, “and approaches the noblesse in 
the right of using a sword and the 
pricsthood In belng proscribed entry 
at all spectacles but that of the pro- 
fession. If blood unsullied can ennoble, 
then I know of none so pure, for a 
French hangman can marry none but 
a French hangman's daughter.” Far 
different waa it from the Ketches of 
oil time, as the following record 
shows: “Executioner’s fees, 7s. 6d.; 
stripping the body, 4s. Od.; use of shell, 
2s.

Pinces Where War, roeverty and Di«- 
honesty Are Unknown, 

Denmark claims that there Is not a 
single person in her domain who can- 
not read and wriie. On the northeast 
coast of New. Guinea, the island of Kus 
taba, surrounded by a Wall of coral 300 
fect high on one: side and from 50 to 
1) feet on the other, maintains thir- 
teen villages of natives, to whom war, 
erime and poverty have been unknown 
since the beginning of their traditions. 
The most peaceful and comfortable 
community in Europe is the commune 
of the canton Vaud, in Switzerland, 
Nearly every one is well off, and there 
are no paupers. | 

Finland {3 a realm whose inhabitants 
are remarkable for thelr inviolate in- 
tegrity. There are no banks and no 
safe deposits, for no such security is 
essential. You may leave your luggage 
anywhere for any length of time and 
be quite sure of finding it untouched on 
your return, and your purse full of 
money would be just as secure under 
similar circumstances. The Finns place 
thelr money and valuables in holes ia 
the ground and cover them with a big 
leaf, Such treasure a aacredly respect. 
ed by all who pass ft, but jn the rare 
event of a man wishing to borrow of 
his neighbor during his absence he will 
take only the smallest sum he requires 
and place a message in the hole telling 
-of his urgent need, promising to repay 
the amount on a specified date, And 
he will invariably keep bis word, for 
the Finn is invincible in bis tndepend- 
ence, 

Agneta Park, near Delft, in Holland, 
{s another Utopian example. A tract 
of ten acres bas upon it 150 houses, 
each with its little gurden and with 
certain common buildings and common 
grounds, The houses are occupied by 
the employees of a great distilling com- 
pany, who form a corporation which 
owns the park. Each member owns 
shares In the corporatlon and pays 
rent for bis house, The surplus, after 
all expenses- have been} paid, comes 
back to him afdividend. / If he wishes 
to go away or ff be dies, his shares are 
bought up by the corporation and sold 
to the man who takes his place.

ARE UNJUST TO CANADA 


Liverpool Chamber of Commerce 
on the Cattle: Embargo. 








& Strong Resolution Denouneing the Pres- 
ent Restrictions Imposed By Great 
Britain es Canadian Cattle—Govera- 
ment Is Urged te Reconsider the 
Regulations As ‘Ne Infections Disease 
Now Exists in Canada, 


London, April 19.—(C.A.P.)—At a 
meeting of the animal and meat 
trade section of the Incorporate 
Chamber of Commerce at Liverpool, 
@ tolegram was read from Sir Alfred 
Jones urging the section to press 
the Government for the removal of 
the embargo on Canadian cattle. 

The Chairman strongly advocated 
the removal, on the ground that it 
would be an excellent thing for this 
country from a hygienic point in 
view of the fact that we are 
sending our best beef stock from 
this country, und as a- consequence 
our stock are interbreeding, which 
naturally results in a deteriorating 
quality of stock. 

Also, the embargo might be re 
moved for reasons of friendship for 
Canada. Mr. J. J. Gilbertson of 
tho Canadian Pacific Railway and 
others spoke strongly in favor of 
the section taking action. 

Professor Boyce, referring to the 
health of English cattle, stated that, 
owing to lack of fresh stock, 25 per 
cent. of the cattle were infected with 
tuberculosis. * 

The following resolution was car- 
ried unanimously: ‘‘That the pre- 

ent restrictions on the importation 
of Canadian cattle to Great Britain 
are unjust, so far aa they ure based 
on the’ dread of discaso existing 
among such cattle since any out-- 
break of disease is as rigidly dealt 
with in Canada ax in Great Britain, 
and no infectious disease now exists 
in Canada.”* 

The resolution concludes by ask- 
ing that the present regulations be 
at once reconsidered,

Manitoba raised 50 per cent. more 
wheat per acre than Dakota or Min- 
nesota. One-fourth of the wheat 
lands of the Northwest would be suf- 
ficient to supply three times the en- 
tire wheat supply of Dritain.

the butter it makes. 

The market rate of the dafry product 
is fixed in a peculiar way every week 
by the Elgin board of trade, an organ- 
{zation with 236 members, representing 
470 creameries, where butter 1s  pro- 
duced. The board mects every Monday 
noon, with about 150 persons present, 
some being men with butter to sell and 
others belng buyers, representatives of 
Orms in New York, Chicago and other 
cities. The creamery men offer for sale 
various lots of their commodity, and 
bids are made for these by the would 
be purchasers. The sceretary of the 
board records on a blackboard each bid, 
and just before 2:30 p. m., when, ac- 
cording to rule, the bidding closes, he 
calls for final bids and asks cach seller 
if he accepts the bid made for his but- 
ter. Some of the sellers accept, others 
decline, and all the transactions are 
put on record. , 

Then the quotation committee, com- 
posed of five members, retires to an ad- 
joining room, considers the prices bid 
and those demanded and also the con- 
dition of the market, of the cattle, of 
the pastures, etc., and soon reports to 
the open board what, In its judgment, 
fs a fair price for butter, The figure 
so determined Is accepted: without de- 
mur and prevails for the remainder of 
the week. On this basis purchases are 
made for both domestic and foreign 
markets.—Leslic’s Weekly.

- An extraordinary instance - ‘is de- 
scribed in the Revue Philosophique.

The printed vowels pro- 
duced -the sume Impressions, varying 
in vividness, 






Monkshood. 

Among the old herbalists aconite, or 
monkshood (Aconitum napellus), was 
held In wholesome terror on account of 
its polsonous qualitics, which are great- 
ly respected even in the present. It is 
a valued medicineof the pharmacopeia, 
Great prejudice formerly existed against 
its use as a medicine Internally. Stoerck 
first prescribed it for rheumatism, and 
it If now known to be sedative to the 
beart and respiratory organs and to re- 
duce temperature. It is a great medi- 
cine for fevers. 

Monkshood is a well known garden 
perennial, showy and consequential on 
account of its rank growth. It grows 
about four feet high, each stalk having 
a long Inflorescence. The flowers are 
dark blue, the colo: sepals generally 
mistaken for the petals. The upper one 
« Is vaulted, and from this the plant geta 
its common name, the sepal'hooding the 
flawer like a monk's cowl. In cultiva- 
tion there are many varieties of color. 





A Story of Carlyle’s Judgment. 

Among the many good stories told 
concerning Carlyle this is not the least 
good: “Carlyle took a friend and a 
much younger man out walking with 
lim and In bis usual way indulged 
in 2 monologue, in which, nevertheless, 
his companion’ was much interested.

In the bushmen of Australia we find 
perhaps the lowest order of men that 
is known, They are so primitive that 
they do not know enough to build even 
the simplest forms of huts for shelter. 
The nearest they can approach to it is 
to gather a lot of twigs and grass and, 
taking them into # thicket or jungle, 
build a nest for a home. The nest is 
usually bullt large enough for the fam- 
ily, and If the latter be very numerous 
then the nests are of a very large size. 
Sometimes the foliage above will form 
a natural covering, but there is never 
any attempt at constructing a protec- 
tion from the rain and storms. 

How Japanese Harvest Wheat. 

The Japanese have a queer way of 
harvesting thelr wheat. Instead of 
Truthlessly cutting it down with a 
scythe or reaper they pull up much of 
it by hand and clip off the roots with 
shears, for they wish to keep the beau- 
tiful long, golden straws from getting 
bruised or broken. With the Japs, who 
so everything neatly and allow noth- 
“ing to go to waste, the straws are al- 
moby as valuable as the grain. They 
first fintten the straws, and then, after 
being softened, they are woven, either 
whole or split, into matting, baskets, 
hats and many other articles.

Austen Chamberiais, Chanceller of the 
Zxchequer, Prepos:d increased Tea 
and Tebseee Lutier, and They Met 
With Suppert—Yather Moats His Son 
Spesk—Praised By the Liberal Lead- 
er aed the Former Chancelior. 


London, April 19.—The  widesprezd 
interest in the presentation of. the 
budget to-day was evidenced by the 
crowded state of the house of com- 
mons. Long before the chancellor cf 
the exchequer, Austen Chamberiain, 
rose to make his tsatement , every 
part of the house was filled. Joseph 
Chamberlain was present to hear his 
son, The former colonial secretary, 
whose first public appearance it was 
since his return from abroad, met 
with a great reception from the oc- 
cupants of the ministerial benches, 
while the Natloralists invited him to 
sing “Rule Britannia.” and greetdd 
him with shouts of “Piz-tall” 


The Rudget Statement. 


Austen Chamberlain rose shortly he- 
fore 3.p.m- He opened his speech by 
expatiating on the difficulties vf Lis 
position, the great wave of prosperity 
with Great Britain had enjoyed so 
long having apparently spent its force, 
and given place to a less prosperous 
cycle. The industries of Great Britain, 
especially .the cotton Industry, were 
depressed, and forelgn competitivn wes 
keener than ever. 

Last Yeur'’s Heavy DefAcit. 

The markets in which Great Britain 
had heretofore been supreme were in- 
creasingly threatened. The commerckal

Mr. Chamberlain extim: he ex- 
penditure for 1904-5 at $714,400,000, und 
ime revenue, on tl® basis of existing 
taxation, at $695,300,000, a deficit of $19,- 
100,000, to be made up. He proposed, 
therefore, to increase the income tax 
by two cents. 

The chancellor of the exchequer ai- 
80 proposed an additional tax of four 
eents per pound on tea, and a read- 
justment of the tobacco duties, im- 
posing a duty of $1 cents on tobaveo 
stripped before being imported; also 
an additional duty of 12 cents on cigars 
and an additional 25 cents on foreign 
cigarettes, Mr, Chamberlain proposed 
also to raise the moisture limit to 2% 
per cent, and introduce three or four 
different rates in the drawbacks, which 
he hoped would increase Great Britain's 
tobacco trade, especially to the colon- 
fea. The net gain by these tobacco 
changes was estimated at %2.7!),000. 

The increase in the income tax would 

give $10,000,000» additional revenue, 
» The increase in the net duty will 
amount to $10,000,000, bringing the to- 
tal estimated revenue up to $718,0¢0,- 
000, or a surplus of $3,650,000, 

Mr Chamberlain's announcements of 
the increase in the income tax and in 
the tea duty were both received with 
loud protests, 

Congratulations. 

On the motion to Increase the tea 
tax, the Liberal leader, Sir Henry 
Canipbell-Bannerman congratulated 
the chancellor of the exchequer on the 
lucidity of his speech. He sald he had 
discharged a difficult task in a manner 
lo command general admiration, Mr.

The house, after considerable (in- 
cussion, adopted the Increased tea and 
tobacco duties by majorities of 72 and 
M4 respectively, 

Last year the government reduced 
the tax on Incomes from one shilling 
and three pence to eleven pence. The 
addition of a penny now brings it up 
to the even shilling, The existing duty 
on tea is six pence per pound, to 
which Mr. Chamberlain proposes to 
add two pence.

Break in Big Bridge at Saskateem Ties 
Up Trame. 


Regina, N.W.T., April 21.—From 
information obtaincd, it is learncd 
that extending from about four milcs 
west of Regina, almost to Pense, a 
distance of thirteen miles, the coun- 
try fe under water, A portion of 
the C.P.R. main line at Grand 
Goulce, nine miles west of Regina, 
is washed away. The floods at 
Lumsden ‘and the break in the big 
bridge at Saskatoon have completely 
tled up traffic to the north and as a 
result Regina is overcrowded with 
immigrants. The station platform in 
piled high with baggage and a little 
village of tents is springing up 
around the depot. 

The latest despatch from Lumsden 
says tracks are all washed out threo 
miles north, and nothing is to be 
seen but telegraph poles, the track 
being covered with water. ‘The town 
is all fooded; every building in the 
town has water in it, except’ one 
store, and the station. 

The water is all over the track 
here and all over everything, all the 
way from six inches to six feet deep, 
in the low. places, Several small 
washouts have occurred between 
Lumsden and the Four Miles, south, 

Pense, N.W.T., April 21,—There is 
aybig washout cight miles cast of 
here. Langs round and about herr 
are flooded for miles, and looking 
south from the train it looks like a 
vant lake.

PROTEST THREE VOTES 


Opposition Objects to Messrs. 
Conmee, Bowman and Stratton. 





Met Speaker Makes a New Rulisg That 
One 4t a Time Must Be Deelded— 
Usual Majerity Fer the Gevernment 
Recorded om Messrs. Smyth aad 
Gamey's “Holst Resolution—“‘see” 
Guarantes Main Vote Adjourned. 


Toronto, April 22.—The Legisia- 
ture divided at 12.30 this morning 
on the motion of Messrs.'Gamey and 
Smyth to give the Soo guarantee bill 
the six months’ hoist. lt was a 
Straight party vote of 45 to 48, 
with four absentecs: Henry Curscal- 
len and Leck, Conservatives, and 
D. C. Cameron and ‘Tuchope, Liber- 
als, 

There were some embarassing and 
amusing incidents at the finish of 
the long debate. The leaders and 
their right hand men spoke at the 
evening sitting, Mr. Whitney boiling 
his remarks down to twenty minutes, 
and the Premier cutting his off in 
half an hour, the understanding 
being that the vote would be taken 
early, in order that the argument 
against the votes of interested meum- 
bers might be heard before the ad- 
journment. 

Three Veies Challesged, 

Mr. Whitney announced that he ob- 
jected to the votes of Messrs. Con- 
mee, Bowman and Stratton, the 
last-mentioned being a shareholder in 
a bank that is a creditor of the Sou 
Company. 

Speaker Charlton announced that 
the practice in such cases was to 
leave such matters for the members 
to decide, and he quoted Premier 
Balfour as an authority. 


When Mr, Whitney asked for oo 
cleur understanding whether these 
men would have the right to vote 


the Speaker, prompted by the Pren- 
ier, suid “Yeu,” that it was then 
open for any member te make a 
substantive motion that the votes 
objected to be disallowed. 

Majer Hendrie asked for a ruling 
on his position. He was a shure- 
holder, he said, in a company that 
is a creditor of the Consolidated 
Co., but if the Speaker ruled that 
he had a right to vote he proposed 
to vote against tho bill, 


Qeeted Farliameateary Enies, 


Speaker Charlton saidjit.was a 
perplexing question, and he had tak- 
en great pains to inform himself on 
the rules of Parliament with regard 
thereto. Hule 16 of this House de- 
clared that if a member had a direct 
pecuniary interest in the question be 
fore the House his vote shall be dis- 
allowed, The Hous» of Commons’ rule 
was identical with the exception 
that the word ‘will’ was substitu- 
ted for ‘shall,’ and a similar rule 
prevailed in the British Parliament, 
but in this case the vote “‘may”™ be 
disallowed. ‘The vote, however, in 
any case, could not be called in 
question till the division was taken, 
It inust be brought up on a sub- 
stantive motion, and the member 
whose vote has been protested must 
withdraw till the vote is taken. If 
the votes of more than one member 
be protested, a separate motion 
must be made in cach case. If two 
members’ votes could be challenged 
then it would be possible to chal- 
lenge 20, and it would result in the 
control of the House being thrown 
into the hands of the Opposition. 

Mr. Whitney declared that this was 
cortaintly a new rullpg, that the 
challenging of more than one vote 
might throw the control of the 
Houso into tho hands of the Opposi- 
tion, but Mr. Charlton explaincd 
that the ‘Opposition’ in this case 
meant those opposed to the voting 
of the members in question. 

Walter Beatty also asked for a 
ruling as to his position, and the 
Speaker said the decision given in 
the case of Col. Hendrie would refer 
to him as well. 

The vote was then taken on tho 
resolution, and Mr. Whitney moved, 
seconded by Mr. Foy, that the votes 
of Messrs, Conmev, Bowman” and 
Stratton be disallowed. The Prem- 
fer then agreed to an adjournment, 
the understanding being that the 
vote on the resolution of Mr. Smyth 
would not be recorded till the eligi- 
bility of the alleged interested uiem- 
bers was settled, 





Geerge Dawson Bead.

Dawson, the widely known contrac- 
tor, of St. Catharines, died suddenly 
here shortly after noon yesterday in 
his office at the Canadian Niagara 
Power Company’s works. Mr. Daw- 
son was talking to his son-in-law, 
Charles Tilden, when he pitched for- 
ward, gasped twice and was dead. 
He was born in England in 1833. Ie 
was married twice, his first wile be 
ing a Canadiar. while his second, 
who survives him, with his two 
sons, George and John, is an Ohio 
Indy.

Lowell in The Atlantic, Mercury is 
known chicfly as being very, difficalt to 
see, and to be seen at all it must ‘be 
looked for low’ down’ in the twilight 
ay. at certain specified times during 
; certain equally specified seasons of the 
year. Secing him is enhanced by the 
| sumor thet the great Copernicus died 
; without ever having done so. 
Ho is, however, not so difficult to de- 
tect as this probably true fable about 
Copernicus has led many to suppose. 
Two impediments to Mercury's observa- 
tion stood in Copernicus’ way—the one 
that Copernicus lived very far north, 
the other that the mists at the mouth of 
the Vistula rose nightly to obscure the 
twilight sky, The latter obstacle is 
evident, as it made Mercury tho reverse; 
the former will be none the less appar- 
ent when we reflect that the path in 
which all the major plancts travel is in 
northern latitudes greatly bowed to the 
Lorizon. In consequence, that path fs 
subject for a long distance from the sun 
to all those atmospheric disturbances 
peculiar to tho horizon, disturbances 
which make observations near it prac- 
tically impossible, and the farther north

My own reception by the crowd, 
however, was not quite so cordial as 
that of the King, although one critic 
did exclaim, ‘I say, Bill, don't ’e 
think ‘e's a torf!* which; after all, 
Was rather a dubious kind of a com- 
Pliment.

A Vegetable Clock. 

Onc of the most curious planta 
known fs the clock plant, which js a 
native of Borneo, and even In that 
country It is sald to be rare.

The plant bas 
leaves of two sizes, one of which acts 
in the capacity of a minute hand, 
which keeps moving until 4 o'clock in 
the nfternoon, and the other keeps go- 
ing until morning.

The thickness va- 
ries, the three-elghths Inch being most 
commonly used, and It comes In sev- 
eral kinds of natural wood, perfectly 
smooth on the face of the strips and 
tongued and grooved on ends and sides 
so that they can be both end and side 
matched. The widths are from 1% 
Inch face upward. Little work is need- 
ed after It Is laid, as most of the joints 
will be_perfect and at the most only a 
little rubbing with sandpaper Is needed 
before the tinish is applied. The three- 
eighths inch rencer Js light and easy 
to handle and can be laid by one who 
is not an expert, saving some expense.

If a border is desired some of 
the strips may be stained with walnut 
stain, which comes ready for use, or 
strips of natural wood may be used, 
cherry or beech being especially hand- 
White aad red oak. cither plaio

comes on the wood,

BIG TORONTO FIRE. 


DYNAMITING TIE RUINS—DESO- 

LATE SCENES IN THE BURN- 

ED DISTRICT. : 

Toronto, April 22.—An arderly plle 
of used brick, a box of tools urid dy- 
namite, with a watehman on guard 
on Bay street, just above Front 
street, last nlght, wore the sugges- 
tive signs that already the work had 
bogun of reclaiming tho fire-scourged 
area of the clty from {ts ‘state of 
utter desolation. The firemen are 
still pouring water on the smoulder- 
Img rulns, but yesterday, afternen 
the work A tearing down tho rem. 
nants of standny wails, especially 
thore that appeared co be most dan- 
geious, was undertaken, under the 
supervision of City Architect MeCal-! 
Jum. In this work dynamite will te 
freely used. The firse charge yester- 
day was put into a. hole made 
nbout ten fect from the ground uc 
the south end of Che~cusi wall of the 
W. R. Brock Company. The charge 
was fired by an clestric spark from 
u battery a hundred feet away. A 
loud, sharp report was followed by 
an avalanche of orick and mortar, 
The linc of “cavage In the wall was 
straight as a plumb tine fron tep to 
tottom. In a similar way two corn- 
ers of the Wyla-Darling warchouse, 
one of them retring its broken, torn 
sides to Its full original height, were 
lowered, and the east wall of the 
Gordon, Mackay ruin Was levelled. 
At the saine tine, a mining engineer, 
with a gang of men was razing the 
toltering walls of the Gutta Percha 
Company warebousc, Sometimes 2 
fope was tbrown or¢r a shalt of wal) 
and it was pulled over: sometimes 


a stick of dynamhe at the base 
brought it crashing down. It was 
dangerous work, bul no accidents 


were regoried. The work of clearing 
the streets, Which In) the burned 
area are piled deep with debris, was 
also begun yesterday. C2 

Standing at the corner of Front, 
and Bay streets. one bezins to real- 
ize the extent of the awful destru 
tlon that bas heen wrought. On 
every hand are ruins almost as far 
as one can sec. Within the whole 
burned area there le not a single 


+ wall intact, and such as are standing 


are mere crumb'ing rulns. likely to 
fall at any thne and u menace to all 
who approach. In onc or ‘two Instanc- 
es the rebullding may begin from the 
first story, but In the great mafor- 
ty of cases nol onc brick can be left 
uyon another. and work must begin 
from the foundations. 

Desolate as the svidespread ruln ap- 
pears in daylight, at night it is gruc- 
some and awlfu'. A dull, fitful glare 
partially iuminates the shattered 
walls and ragged spires and turrets 
that alone incet the cye. Every ¢cl- 
Jar is filled with smouldering debris, 
over which the fires play. Much of 
the fInme Is burning gas, of which 
there Is a strong odor everywhere, 
despite the efforts of the Gas Com- 
tiny gangs to cut It off. Asian -il- 
Justration rf how it collects, tho 
writer avas standing on Ray street 
atout 9 o'clock. when suddenly, a 
short. distance away, there was a 
puff of blue flame shcotirg upward. 
It was thoucht the pavement had 
been blown up. bul on examlnation 
it was found to have come throuch 
a grated manho's.

St. Petersburg, April 23.—An offi- 
cial telegram reecived here says that 
Russian scouting parties report this 
ths Japanese are concentrate in 
considerable force with war material 
and pontoons at and around Wiju. 
Shots were exchanged south of the 
River Pomakua, where a Russian de- 
tachment of two officers and thirty- 
two men were lost, three wen killed, 
and two officers and thirQen men 
wounded.

Alexie Melding Mack,

‘Information has reached me that 
quantities of matcrial, appareatly 
parts of pontoon bridges, are being 
collected opposite the Island of Ma- 
bikhie. 

“Our scouts have killed two Ja- 
pancse scouts, one of whom appeared 
to be an officer. 

“On our right flank our scouts ex- 
ecuted daring reconnaisances, extend- 
ing over several days on the left 
bank of the Yalu, an the result of 
which it has been ascertained that 
there are only a {cw troops south of 
the River Pomakua, but that the 
Japanese there are occupied in pre- 
paring boats. 

“A Russian detachment of two of- 
ficera and thirty-two men proceeded 
thither in three boats. The detach- 
ment. was, however, discovered by the 
enemy and shots were exchanged, 
three of our riflemen being killed. 
Staff-Capt. Smeizin and eleven riflo- 
men were severely, and Licut. Push- 
kin and four men slightly, wounded, 
The detachment returned to our bank 
of the river under the cover of two 
of our guns."*

DOMINION RIFLE ASSOCIATION. 












Lord Dunéooald Saye He Ie Not Altegeth- 
OF Satisfied With biteatios. * 


Ottawa, April 23.—The annual 
mevcting of the Dominion Rifle Asso- 
ciation wan held here yesterday, 
when Col. Hughes, M.D., presided. 

The Earl of Dundonald, in replying 
to a Vote of thankx, said that it 
was the duty of the general officer 
commanding to encourage rife shoot- 
ing. and unfortunately the means to 
further rifle shooting in Canada were 
ridiculously inadequate. ‘You have 
10,000 members in a population of 
6,000,000," he said. "It is impos- 
sible for me to say, as officer com- 
manding, that I atm satisfied, bot I 
congratulate your association on it« 
work, If it were not for you there 
would be no rifle shooting in Cana- 
da.” 

With reference to the cavalry and 
the rife, he recognized that this ann 
must take a greater part in the de- 
fence of the Dominion in the future 
than in the past, He had supplied a 
drill bgok to the cavalry, outlining 
his ideas in thin connection, and had 
just finished writing a ximilar drill 
book for the infantry, He had as 
similated the terms of the two 
branches so that the soldicr of either 
could exchange, each understanding 
the other's drill and terms, 

Sir Frederick Borden, in answer to 
a resolution of congratulation, said 
that it was essential that politics 
should not enter into the military 
affairs of Canada, The Government

Russia Purchases German Ships—She Was Hamper- 
ed by Neutrality Laws—Newspaper Corres- 
pondent Arrested, 


St. Poteraburg, April 25.—Official 
despatches regarding the fight south 
of the River Pomakua, reported Fri- 
day last, in which a Russian des- 
patch had three men killed and two 
ofMicers and thirteen men wounded, 
say that a Japancse troop-laden 
barge and other boats emerged from 
the mouth of the Pomakua and at- 
tempted to cut off the Russian  re- 
treat. The barge was sunk’ by the 
Russian guns. 

Further details concerning the 
skirmish | Say that tn following up 
the general plan to harrass and im- 
pede the Japanese crossing the Yalu, 
the Ruasian outposts on the river 
sent a detachment of “volunteers in 
boats on the night of April 20 for 
the purpose of setting fire to the 
Japancge pontoon and other bridge 
materials. :

“WHITER THAN THE SNOW” 





Sinners ef Every Degree Are Urged te 
Accept the Offer Which Is Made With 
@ Completeness That Puts Human 
Forgiveness to Shame—Black Sins and 
Their Zveriasting Care. 


Kalered according to Act of Parliament of Can- 
ada, in the year 1904, by William Baily.of To- 
Tonto, at the Dep't of Agriculture, Ottawa 
Los Angeles, Cal., April 24.—In 

this sermon the preacher announces 

the divine aimnesty to all who re 
pent, and sinners .of every degree are 
urged to accept the offer which is 
made with a royal magnanimity and 
completeness that put human forgive 
ness to shame by comparison. The 
text is Psalm li, 7, "Wash me, and 

1 shal! be whiter than snow.” 

“Absurd simile,"’ you say; ‘that 
statement cannot be scientifically 
true. There is nothing whiter than 
the snow, any wore than there is 
anything deader than death, or 
blacker than Black, or redder than 
arterial blood, or cmpticr than o 
vacuum.,”’ 

Snow, from a chemist’s stand- 
point, has a superlative whiteness. 
The purest of all vapors is that 
found far up in the heavens. Along 
comes a sudden cold wave and it 
freezes that vapor into snowflakes, 
just as that cold wave can freeze 
falling raindrops into  hailstones 
which patter upon the pavement. 
Then as that snowflake slowly drops 
through the air it comes to us as 
white as it is possible for anything 
to be. And yet there is a sense in 
which the psalmist is right in say- 
ing that God can wash away our 
sins until we become ‘‘whiter than 
anow,”’ the pure snow, the spoticss, 
wind driven snow. 

What you stato about the snow is 
literally true, Scientifically, there 
can be nothing ‘‘whiter than snow.”” | 
But you must interpret these words 
of my text with the figurative license 
of the poet. When you see through | 
poetic eyes and hear through poctic 
cars you can see sights and hear 
sounds never analyzed in any labor- 
atory or classified by any carthly 
acoustician, 

We do not bind the imagination of 
the poet with the rigid bonds of 
sciebtifie accuracy. He is accorded a 
license to see and hear with his 
spiritual cyes and ears scence and 
sounds not scientifically true. 
Though these words of my text nay 
not be literally (ruc, in the figurative 





language of the psulmist they are 
poetically so. They may mean in 
thé cominon language thi Though | 


your past lives show stains that 
seem to you indelible as scarict, 
though you have committed sins | 
which have not only corrupted your 
own soul, but have laid the souls of 
others, like the human sacrifice of 
the Aztec sun worshipers on the flery 
altars, yet even for you there are 
pardon and cleansing, if you will ac- 
cept them. Like the prodigal in his 
rags and tatters, there is a home for 
you in tho Father's house. Though, 
like Paul, you have to acknowledge 
yourself the chicf of sinners, like him 
you may find grece and have the 
honor of toiling in Christian service. 

Christ ig ready to cleanse the 
drunkard’s sins. These are neither 
few nor small, for the drunkard’s 
sins can drag a man down so low | 
that he will lose all sense of decency 
and respect. They can change a man 
into a condition more imbruted than 
that of a wild beast.” The drunkard 
after awhile seems to become as un- 
quenchable in his passions as the 
patient whose voracious appetite is 
insatiable after a long attack of 
typhoid fever. The drunkard’s crav- 
ing will make a man lie and steal 
and destroy his home and his busi- 
ness. *The drunkurd’s sins will eat 
out a man’s heart as well as his 
brain, The drunkard’s sins are like 
the legion of demons which took pos- 
session of the poor tmaniac who, 
naked and alone, haunted the tombs 
of the Gadarenes, and, like them, 
they may be exorcised by the same 
divine power, ‘They are the direct 
and indirect cause of countless other 
sins. 

Some people will tell you that men 
drink to drown their sorrows. I teli 
you that when men drink they stains 
their souls, No sooner is the drun 
ard's poisonous draft taken into the 
blood than the man seems to be 
possessed with rabies and must go 
forth to scatter death wherever he 
can. The human being inoculated 
with the poison of intoxicants scems 
to be endowed with the power Jo 
destroy spiritual and often physicai 
life, as was the inoculated rabbit of 
Australia to destroy the physical 
life of beast, bird and man, Many 
years ago an Australian colonixt 
was homesick for the sight of the 
English rabbit. He had one of his 
friends ship him’ a couple as pets to 
his faroff southern home. Those rab- 
bits escaped from their master / und 
began to breed. Their progeny in- 
creased until they were almost as 
countless as the sands of the sea, 
‘The Australian rabbit plague — de- 
stroyed the crops, They became as 
gteat a curse as is the seventeen 
year locust to the American farmer. 
They were numbered by the million, 
‘The Australian Parliament was be- 
wildered with the problem. A re 
ward of $100,000 was offered for any 
man who could devise a_ practical 
plan to exterminate them, Wire fen- 
ces were built across that island 
continent. The rabbits were hunted 
with guns and dogs and entrapped 
everywhere, ‘but still their numbers 
grew, At length, as a last resort, 
some rabbita were caught and inocul- 
ated with the fatal serum of hydro- 
phobia. Then a greater danger than 
before menaced these southern colon- 
ists.

The Famous. Fight! Between Chief, 
<5 Carpenter and Price, 
“The methods of fighting duels among 
the Indians,” said an old frontiersman, 
“were varied, each tribe having itsown 
r custom, Some of the tribes 
learned to fight according to the code 
of the white man, however, among 
these the Choctaws or Cherokees, 
which reminds me of the famous duel 
in July of 1883, when the eclebrated 
Choctaw chief, Carpenter, fought near 
Pine Creek Indian agency with a 
white man named Price. Chief Car- 
penter was a splendid type of Indian, 
tall and straight and comely, and he 
had been well educated and had natu- 
ral talents and natural instincts that 
put film bead’ and shoulders over his 
Indian associates. 

“As usual, this trouble was started 
by a disagreement over, some trivial 
matter, which caused a dispute and 
ended in the white man calling bis 
re& brother a lar.

THE MANNER ‘IN WHICH THEY ARE 
FED BY THE WORKERS. 


There Are Numerous Safeguards in 
the Hive to Provide Against the 
Administration of Poison Honey—It 
Is Diftereat With ‘Wasps. 


The safeguards provided against the 
| administration of polson to the despotic 


pared with those which stand between 
queens of the ‘honeybee and such a 
risk. Curlously enough, this is a phase 
| of the internal economy of the bee- 
‘ hive which appears to have escaped 
observation. 

In the British isles no polsonous 
honey 1s collected. If it exists the bees 
have learned to avold it. Probably 
there is none, as the honey from at 
Jeast one dangerous plant, the deadly 
nightshade, is harmless. Ivy honey 
would be the most suspicious of any 
gathered on a large scale, and it only 
exerts, so far ns observation goes, 2 
slightly lnxative effect on the digestive 
organs. Although in this country no 
polsonous honey is known, It Is met 
with In other places, notably in Asiatic 
‘Turkey. It was in this region that 
Xenophon’s soldicrs were polsoned 
2,300 years ago by honey from the 
Azelia pontica, a plant which still 
flourishes in Armenia. Some centaries 
| later a Roman army suffered similarly, 
{ but less severely, there belong no 
‘ deaths, 

The precaution of compelling the 
‘cook to eat a portion of every dish, 
-which {s the usual safeguard of des- 
} potic rulers, or the still more primitive 
H plan of giving the first helping to a 
; Uttle dog, can be eluded by a clever 
,; Borgia by having only one-half of a 
{ bird or pastry poisoned. In a wasps’ 
- nest cach forager on returning pro- 
i ceeds directly to the queen and offers 
; refreshment, Consequently the queen 
} is sometimes destroyed by alowly act- 
} ing polson. Further as regards wasps, 
| tt ia observed that when any laryvw 
; hot recently fed perceive the queen re- 
! eelvIng food they become restless. If 
| nearly grown they wag their heads in 
} @ suggestive way, which plainly con- 
| veys a demand for a share. Each 
i forager after feeding the queen gives 
| the balance of bis load direct to the 
|

purses. 
In the case of the honeybee one pos- 
sible reason why no virulently polson- 
ous honey reaches the hive may be 
that the jpsect foollsh enough to col- 
} lect any would probably dic, as the so 
' called boney sack is really a stomach 
in which a preliminary digestive proc- 
| ess proceeds, This is proved by the 
polariscope, which shows that, while 
the nectar of the Gowers is pure cane 
sugar, or lerulose, the substance_In the 
hive cells is sacrometrically half dex- 
trose and half cane sugar. Dextrose is 
invert sugar, a coarse variety of which 
is the glucose of commerce. Forager 
bees returning to the beehive place the 
half digested product known as boney 
in thelr storeroom with other honey. 
This mixing would have the effect of 
attenuating a poisoned load sbould 
such be brought in. 3 

Foraging bees never feed the queen 
or young larve, but they give a mouth 
ful or two to drones In passing. Just 
before sealing for the metamorphosis 
workers and drones are fed with boney 
mixed with pollen. Not so the young 
queens, who only get a further supply 
of the redigested milky substance 
known as chyle, whi is the suste- 
nance of‘alb larve indiscriminately dur- 
ing the Orst three daye of thelr exist- 
ence. During the chrysalls stage there 
is no feeding. It is the business of # 
gang, distinct for the time belng, to ca- 
ter for the queen and young. They 
bring the food from the stores and sub- 
mit it to the digestive process referred 
to, after which it Is regurgitated to 
supply the needs of the qdeen and 
young larve, The attendants are nu- 
merous, and cael supplica only a iml- 
nute quantity. The queen bee is so 
constituted that her digestive system ia 
capable of assimilating only the pre- 
pared food of chyle. She will die jn a 
few hours on a comb containing honey, 
although kept at the temperature of 
the ljve. 

Thus it would appear that the safe- 
gunrds are: 

First—A bee collecting polsonous 
honey would probably dle before 
renching the hive. 

Second.—If one succecded In deposit- 
ing poisoned honey, the circumstance 
that it did so would prove the polson 
to be not virulent, and {ts mixture 
with other honey in the storeroom 
would still further attenuate the pol- 
son and render it harmless, This {s 
the stage at which the product be- 
comes human food, It has, as stated 
above, occurred that polsoned honey 
has passed both these lines of defense. 

Third.—Should the honcy be still dél- 
eterious the alimentary attendants of 
the queen would first suffer, and only 
those bringing wholesome food would 
reach her, as a struggle for the privi- 
lege of feeding her, majesty 1s contlou- 
ally in progress, _ ‘ 

Fourth.—Should the stores pass the 
three safeguards before mentioned 
there is still another—viz, that each 
one of the queen's attendants feeds 
her only for a second-at a'time, and 
thus she would never get a sufficient 
Quantity to affect her seriously. The 
queen is always on the move and the 
competition to feed her so great that 
she is continually bringing fresh bees 
in front of her, from which position 
alone food can be administered. No 
worker bee would think of jostling; 
every one gives way to the queen. 

Uneasy monarchs and others may 
find some suggestions in these ar- 
rangements for securing thelr safety. 
Probably they will decide to take their 
ebances rather than avold risk by liv 
fag on food which has previously bees 
Gigested by subjects, however loyal.—

Russian Army Allowed the Enemy to 
_ Cross the Yalu River. 





Heavy Firing Heard Near Tatangkun—Two Companies Get Over 
the River—Careful Watch and Examination of the Mouth 
of the River By Searchlights—Russians Admit the 
Victory, But Minimize Its Importance. 





Liaoyang, April 27.—Between Mon- 
day night and yesterday morning 
the Japancse forced a passage of the 
Yalu, two companies crossing be- 
tween Tchangdjiu and Sianopoussikhe, 

Heavy firing was heard near Ta- 
tungkau, on which it is believed the 
Japancse made a feint in order to 
distract attention 
point of passage. 

So far no bridge spans tho river. 
It is believed the Russian firo suc- 
ceeded irf destroying the floating 
parts of the Japanese bridges. 

On April 23 the Russians observed 
that the Japanese were making pre- 
Parations to cross the Yalu River. 

On the: night of April 25 two 
steamers and two torpedo boats were 
noticed at the mouth of the river. 
They approached the shore at day- 
light, and the Japanese commenced 
to build a pontoon ongthe lelt tri- 
butary. A second pontoon was being 
prepared ten miles up the stream.

It was intimated the Japancse had 
crossed tho river, but this was ac- 
companied by a statement that the 
success of the encmy should in no 
sense be regarded as an important 
victory, the Russians having no in- 
tention of vigorously contesting the 
Passage, their plan being to annoy 
the enemy as ‘much as possible.

Mis Majesty Replies With Tact te Kamer- 
ous Addresece. 


Dublin, April 27,—King Edward, 
Queen Alexandra and their suites 
landed at Kingstown from the royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert bofore 
noon, and soon afterwards proceeded 
to the Punchctown races. Their Ma- 
jesties were accorded a splendid re- 
ception, and large crowds assembled 
to greet them. The vessels in the 
harbor were gaily trimmed with 
bunting, while Kingstown was bright 
with Vonetian masts and festoons. 

Several addresses were presented 
to the King, replying to which His 
Majesty expressed his delight at find- 
ing the spirit of hopcfulness in tho 
future as evinced on the occasion of 
his last visit., With the improve- 
ment in agriculture and industry, the 
King confidently antic’pated a 
growth of better feeling throughout 
the country.

WALLED SEOUL. 


The Ancient Capital of Korea ané 
Beome ef its Pecullariti¢cs, 

Seoul, the capital of Chosen, is built 
amid a network of hills eightcen miles 
from the sea. It is an ancient walled 
city, fortified in the strongest way by 
smells that would drive any but an 
Asiatic army forthwith into the ocean. 
It is poor in appearance, but rich fn 
fieas, On autumn nights tigers fre- 
quently contest the right of way with 
belated pedestrians, and this is the 
chief reason why one has the entire 
street to oneself in a moonlight stroll 
after 8 o'clock. Metaphorically, one 
can scarcely see the town for the bald, 
bulbous and bullet headed Buddhist 
priests who fatten on the superstition 
of the populace. 

Barring an occasional court function, 
marked by street processions, Scoul is 
triumphantly devold of sights interest- 
ing to n traveler. The streets lack en- 
Urely those picturesque characteristics 
of a Chinese or Japanese thoroughfare, 
and a vista across the Korean house 
tops is one of appalling monotony. One 
seeks in vain for attractive souvenirs, 
In the small shops of Seoul Japanese 
beer, matches, cigarettes and cheap 
crockery form the chief stock in trade, 
while long stemmed Korean pipes and 
metal banged Korean knires are of- 
fered in the most pretentious shops. 
Here, likewise, can be bad the really 
unique Korean fans, made of silk or 
paper, Snished in oll and covered with 
curious native designs. These fans 
are dipped in water before they are 
used, and the little breeze produced by 
them is astonishingly cool. 

‘The wall surrounding Seoul, from 
which kites are ever fying, is but @ 
pocket edition of the great Chinese wall 
that leads down to the sea at Sbanhal- 
kwan. Piercing this Korean copy are 
the city gates—picturesque passage- 
ways—which are promptly and irrevo-. 
cably closed with the setting of the 
sun. The west gate will be entered by 
the tourist on reaching the capital from 
Chemulpo, and should he come to the 
outside of this but a minute after the 
sun bas disappeared behind the horison 
and .the “big bell* has boomed its 
mournful warning note he is elected to 
camp in the open until Phoebus bas cy- 
cled the world on the equatorial path. 
If be reaches the gate fire minutes be- 
fore it closes on its groaning hinges he 
will witness a sight that will almost 
repay him for the tollsome trip up from 
tbe coast. .

Toronto, April 27.—The Ontario 
Legislature was formally prorogued 
yesterday afternoon. His Honor tho* 
Licutenant-Governor was escorted to 
the Parliament Buildings by a mili- 
tary guard of honor. Immediately 
procecding to the chamber, His Hon- 
or ascended the Thronc, and tho 
Clerk of the House read a list of tho 
bills passed during the session, and 
which had been given ‘the royal as- 
@ent. 

The Speaker then camo forward 
and read the supply bill, which the 
Clerk afterwards announced had also 
been assented to. 

Speech Frem the Threne. 


His Honor read the following 
speech from the Throne: 

Mr, Speaker and Gentlemen of the 
Legislative Assembly: 

In dismissing you from the. duties 
of a session unusually protracted, I 
desire to congratulate you upon the 
extent and importance of the Iegisla- 
tion which has occupied your atten- 
tion. The revision of tho Assessment 
Act by which the basis of municipal 
taxation is materially broadened and 
the burdens’ more fairly cqualized is 
@ measure which should prove satis- 
factory to the municipalitics of the 
Province, and I assent with much 
pleasuro to Its enactment. 

I cordially approve of the Iegisla- 
tion connecting the railways of the 
Provinces with the transcontinental 
systems of Canada. The extension of 
tho Temiskaming & Northern Ontar- 
jo Railway to the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific, the opening of a line from 
Thunder Bay to the main land of the 
eastern division of the same rail- 
way, and the construction of tho 
James Bay Railway from Toronto 
to Sudbury on the C.P.R. will en- 
able the manufacturers and agricul- 
turista of this Province to share 
more largely in the trade of Mani- 
toba and the Northwest, besides op- 
ening for settlement Crown lands 
now unoccupied and practically in- 
accessible. The obligations thus im- 
posed upon the Province will, I 
trust, be more than compensated for 
by tho Increase of trade and popula- 
tion which usually follow railway de- 
velopment.

Mr. Clarke’s Grand Trunk Pacitio’ 
Amendment Voted._On. 


Debate Came to An End Suddenly and 
the Vote Was, Takea—Oppesitien 
Secred a FPelnt Yor 9 State-Owned 
Railway In Lion of theGrand Trak 
Pacific—Mr. Maclean's Fight Yer Two 
Cont Rate. 


\ 
Ottawa, Apcil 27.—A resblution-in 
effect, advocating a Government own- 
ed transcontinental railway as an al- 
ternative to the Grand ‘Trunk Pacific 
Railway scheme was voted down last 
night in an exciting division, in 
which the Government had just nine 
teen votes to the good. E.F. Clarke 
concluded a strong speech on the 
bil to amend the transcontinental 
railway by moving: 
Mr. Clarke's Amendment. 


“That the bill is intended to rati- 
fy and confirm agreements providing 
for the construction of a transconti- 
nental railway system, a large por- 
tion of which is to become the pro- 
perty of a railway corporation to 
whom the remaining portion is to be 
leased for fifty years on terms bur- 
densome to the country. That under 
the proposed agreements Canada 
must incur enormous obligations; 
both direct and by guarantce, while 
the obligation assunied by_the other 
guarantee is comparatively small. 
The House believes that bofore com- 
mitting the country to such cnor- 
mous obligations the Government 
ought first to submit to the people 
the whole question, and especially the 
question whether Canada should not 
rather assume tho entire obligation 
and thus own and control the pro- 
posed line of railway from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific.” 

Gevernment Majerity Only 19. 


The vote stood 66 to 47 against 
Mr. Clarko’s amendment, Icaving the 
Government with a narrow majority 
of 19. 

Speaker Belcourt put the amend- 
ment In a hurry, and declared it 
carried in still more hurry. When 
the necessary number of Opposition 
members stood up to demand a di- 
vision the Speaker gently waved 
them down with the explanation that 
he had declared the motion lost. 
Then followed a scene which has been 
rarcly witnessed in the House of 
Commons, members addressing themn- 
selves to the Speaker in strangely 
aggressive terms, and the minister- 
ial benches only mildly supporting 
him. Finally a means was devised to 
let the Speaker down gently without 
denying the Opposition the right to 
The

and the vote was duly taken, as fol- 
lows:

“Why,.”’ demanded Mr. Maclean, 
‘should the people of Canada _ be 
compelled to pay three cents a mile 
to a railway which carrics the people 
of Michigan for two cents a mile?"’ 

“Tf,"’ he said, ‘‘we insert in this 
bill a clause roquiring the Michigan 
Central Railway to carry passengers 
in Canada for two cents a mile, the 
force of competition will soon make 
that rate general throughout this 
country.”’ ¢ 

Porllament Sheulé Say. 

Nicol Kingsmill suggested that this 
was a question for the Railway Com- 
mission, ¥ 

Mr. Maclean’ replied that Parlia- 
mont was the Railway Commission, 
and Parllament should say to tho 
Vanderbilts: ‘‘Give to Canadians the 
game rate that you give to the 
people of the State of. Michigan and 
tho State of New York.’’ 

Jabel Robinson warmly endorsed 
Mr. Maclean’s proposition. 

Mr. Ingram pointed out that this 
would give the Grand Trunk and the 
Wabash an undue advantage oyer the 
Vandorbilt line. 

Dr. Sproule omphasized the fact 
that the Vanderbilt system gives a

Germaey and American Traders Driving

London, April 27,—(C.A.P.)—Hon, 
Henry Copeland, Agent-General for 
New South Wales, addressing the 
Australian section of the Chamber of 
Commerce in London, gave a dis- 
quicting picture of Australian trade 
and shipping with the Motherland, 
which:was giving place to the —for- 
eigner. Australian trade with the 
United Kingdom in 1891 amounted 
to £51,952,000, but receded to £1,-

the trade with Germany had risen 
from £2,566,000 to £5,352,000, and 
with the Americans from £5,312,000 
to £9,228,000.

From St. 


Petersburg. 





St. Petersburg, April 28.—Disap- 
pointment prevails in St. Petersburg 
that no official despatches giving dce- 
tails of the operations on the Yalu 
River have yet been made public. The 
press despatches are s0 meagre as 
to becloud rather than enlighten the 
People, who are hourly awaiting 
news, 

The Associated Press has obtained 
from the gencral staff the following 
clear statement: 

Freat of Kighty Miles. 


“Beginning the passage of the 
Yalu, the Japs ovidently completed 
the concentration of two armies 
along the river, commanded by Gen- 
erals Kuroki and Oku. Each army is 
composed of three divisions and 
threo reserve brigades. The total 
force is 100,000. The Russians on 
the Manchurian bank of the river are 
inferior in strength. 

‘The Japanese commenced the 
river gnd the Rus- 


possible to prevent their crossing. 
The Japancse front extended from 
Wiju as far as Picktong. over 80 
miles. We faced the possibility that 
they would cross a score of places, 
and all we could hope was to harass 
and impede the crossing, for every 
day gained enabled us to push our 
preparations and bring up more men. 
Crossed at Twe Folnts. 


“We know that the Japancse cross- 
ed at two pointssat least. Their 
first attempt to force a passage ncar 
Chandchekow, 20 miles aboye Wiiu. 


Redr’ Slaopoussikhe, on the Fous- 
sikhe, a tributary of the Yalu, was 
successful: This is important be- 
cause a road leads from Siaopous- 
sikhe northeast to Kwantien, which

“It is evident that the Japancse 
devoted most of their attention to 
crossing near Wiju. The river hero is 
divided into several channels by is- 
lands, the largest of which is Sami- 
lan Above and below Wiju was 
bridged at three pointa. 

“Up the stream near Sindlagou 
the Japanese were watched by a 
sinall party of Cossacks, but the 
enemy was practically unopposed. At 
Turenchen, lower down, our outposts 
directed a fire from a fieldpiece so 
successfully that they destroyed tho 
moorings and wrecked the pontoons. 
The enemy was thrown into disorder 
and suffered considerable loss. Still 
further down the streain the Japan- 
ese proceeded to make a third at- 
temp at crossing. 


Fessible Jap Fisee 


“We do not thinkythe Japanese 
will attempt to land at Takushan 
or Tatungkau now that they have 
crossed the Yalu. The object of such 
landings has been to cause a diver- 
sion so as to enable the Japancse‘to 
cross the river, Takushan is not a 
good strategic point. Tha roads 
from there are bad, and troops could 
only be supplicd with great difli- 
culty.

Fiuttering Off Gensan. 
London, April 28.—A special des- 
patch from Kobe, “Japan, says sever- 
al vessels, believed to be Hussians, 


were again sighted off Gensan, 
Corea, yesterday. 

Skrydlef® Leaves. 
St. Petersburg, April 28.—Vice- 


Admiral Skrydloff left St. Petersburg 
for Moscow yesterday. 

St. Petersburg, April 28.—One of 
the Japancso columns, while at- 
tempting to cross the Yalu River at 
Turenchen sustained severe losses, 
owing to unexpected shelling by a 
Russian battery, from the opposite 
bank. 

Done With Terpedees. 

St. Petersburg, April 28.—The Em- 
peror has received a telegram from 
Viceroy Alexicfl as follows: 

“Rear-Admiral Yeszen, who is at 
sea with cruisers and torpedo boats, 
despatched tho later to Gensan, 
Corea. The torpedo boats blew up 
an Japanese merchantwan in the 
roadstead, The crew, Was = sent 
ashore, The torpedo boats returned 
the same day to the squadron." 

Japs Ketreated. 

_St. Petersburg, April 28.—An ac- 
count given here of the movements 
of the cavalry under Major-General 
Mistchenko, the commander of the 
Eastern Cossack Brigade, while not 
officially confirmed, is accepted as 
trustworthy. It is as follows: 

“Gen, Mistchenko’s Cossacks reach- 
ed Songljin, and after occupying that 
place, turned north along the Scoul- 
Vekin road and occupied Anju. Not 
a shot was fired, the Japancse and 
Coreans withdrawing. The unexpect- 
ed appearance of Cossacks in the 
rear of the Japanese force near the 
Yalu caused a panic among the Jap- 
anese treops proceeding towards the 
Yalu from Pingyang, and they con- 
sequently retreated. The Japanese 
troops at Pakchon, Kusong, Kasan 
and Chongju did not attempt to 


stop the Cossacks, but moved to- 
watds the northwest by forced 
marches." +

It may be-sald that a seat among 
the screnty (they call it a charge) costs 
about 3,000,000 francs ($000,000) or 
sometimes 2,500,000, and a charge 
earns from 6 to-15 per-cent (net) a® 
year, so that the annual’ profits are 
from $30,000 to $90,000, or more in ex- 
ceptional years. But these are usually 
divided among several associates, for 
it rarely happens that an agent is the 
sole owner of his seat. More often he 
hans pald.for only half of it or a third 
of it and bas three or four silent part- 
ners, who own the rest abd who may 
again: have subpartners, so that: you 
will bear of a person owning an eighth 
or a sixteenth of a scat or even a thir- 
ty-second, these selng ‘simple invest- 
ments that carry no rights or prirl- 
leges on the bourse. 

As to procuring a charge, the thing 
has none of the Stock Exchange aim- 
plicity, where the main requirement 
for getting a seat Is to be able to pay 
for it. Here a candidate’ must be a 
Irenchman and at least twenty-five 
years old. He must have served four 
years in certain forms of business, He 
must be personally acceptable to the 
agent from whom be would purchase 
the seat and often to his family, in- 
cluding the ladles. He must be passed 
upon by the seventy with formal vot- 
inz, as {f he were joining some select 
club, which he is. There must be no 
stain on his business record and no 
slur on his personal character. A can- 
didate was rejected recently for bad 
habits and another for no fault of his 
own, but because bis brother had been 
concerned in questionable transactions, 
iia all this favorably settled there {is 
{ still needed the approral of the minis- 
ter of finances and the sanction of the 
head of the government. 





A RICH GOLD MINE. 


For Several Years Eager Fortune 
Seekers Worked Over it. 

A tale is told of a rich gold mine in 
Idaho with a ledge of ore which once 
extended above the surface of the 
ground In a clear, solid ridge several 
feet'high and entirely distinct from the 
surrounding formation. This ledge was 
long and unbroken and lay directly 
across the course which hundreds of 
prospectors took every year to reach 
other gold fields. This obstruction of 
rock, the great value of which was 
long unknown, was too high to be sur- 
mounted by pack animals, so the pros- 
pectors cut a trail directly through it.

~. DECIDED IN ADVANCE. 
Sir Lewis Jette Makes His Fires Fablic 
Utterance im Alaskan Boundary Case 
Since Mis Retars, 


Moatreal, April 28.—Sir Louls Jct- 
te, Lieutenant-Governor of Quebec, 
delivered an address yesterday before 
the Laval faculty, His Honor's re- 
marks being interesting from the fact 
that this has been his firat public ut- 
terance since his return from Lon- 
don, where ‘he sat as one of the 
Alaska Commissioners. 

“We were not plenipotentates,’’ he 
began, “neither were we diplomats. 
We did not have the right to make 
concessions or compremisers. We were 
judges and sere told to interpret the 
treaty to the letter. For this reason, 
when the Rutland Canal had to be 
treated the Canadian Commissioners 
cid not consent to what they believ- 
ed to be a campromise, and it was 
the sane all through. The clear argu- 
ments, however, of the Canadians 
could not triumph, and thé majority 
of the Commissioners decided against 
Canada. It was, in fact, diplomacy 
that triumphed. The question had 
probably been negotiated and decided 
in advance, and it was better per- 
haps for England that the question 
should have been decided as Jt Yas. 
In any case, the press and the re- 
views seems to agree that right was 
on the side of Canada.”’ 

Sir Louis also told the students of 
Laval that Europeans were more 
learned than American citizens. The 
case of Sir Edward Carson, who 
took up the Canadian side of the 
Alaska controversy, and although he 
had very: little time to prepare hia 
plea, Was a wonderful one. 

Then in tho Venezucla case before 
The Hague Tribunal, Sir Louls said, 
the Solicitor-Gencrat of England, 
with only a few days for prepara- 
tion, showed up quite as well as the 
men from other countries. In order 
to be convinced of this, the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor invited the students to 
read the factum in the Alaska case, 
demonstrating the fact that the Eng- 
Nah were much superior to.the Amer 
icans and posseszacd in a far greater 
sense, a sense of right. 

Sir Louis concluded by telling the 
young men that Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
was gteatly thought of both in Eng- 
land and on the continent.

Motherland and the Celenies Are 
Se Characterized. 


London, April 
George Clarke, ‘one of the reformers 
of the War Olffice, in an article in 
the Nineteenth Century, says he is 
convinced that formal schemes dir- 
ceted towards a closer political 
union “between the Motherland and 
the Colonies are visionary and may 
be harmful, The two highest inter- 
ests of the British people are sccur- 
ity and intercommunication. The 
difficulty applying an’ Imperial 
fund for the navy might givo riso.to 
jealousies and recriminations, and he 
suggests 2 1 per cent. tax amount- 
ing to £4,600,000 for ‘the strength- 
ening of tho maritime communica- 


The as- 
sistance should take the form of 
supsidies, bountics end loans, and 


an Imperial Maritime. Council should 
administer the fund. The Council 
might be formed thus: The United 
Kingdom, 4; representatives from 
India, 3; from Canada, 2; South Af- 
rica, 2; Australia, 2; Newfoundland, 
1; other colonies, 2; and it could sit 
at intervals of four” years in the 
great centres of Imperial commerce, 
such as Montreal, Cape Town, Bom- 
bay and Sydacy.

Col. Kaulbach’s Load of Care Re 
a Newfoundland Company. 





Says Operations ef Storage Ce, Will 
Mriag Black Muim te the Canadian 
Fishermes, Whe Will Be Shat @at 
Frem Newfoundland Baeke—Premier 
Says Canada Has Ne Right te Iater- 
fere. 


Ottawa, April 28.—When Tho 
Globe’s correspondent uncovered the 
designs of the Newfoundland Storage 
Co. he placed a load of care on the 
shoulders of Col. Kaulbacté M.P. for 
Lunenburg, N.S. Col. Kaulbach 
Tead a portion of the despatch to the 
House yesterday and explained how 
tho operations of the company would 
spread black ruin among the fishing 
interests of the Maritime Provinces. 
There is great danger, he says, 
that when the company enters upon 
its vast enterprise there will be no 
bait left for Canadian fishermen, and 
the sturdy men of the Maritime Pro- 
vinces will be shut out of the fisher- 
ies on the Newfoundland Banks. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, though admit- 
ting the danger and anxious to avert 
it, could see no way of heading off 
the company. The two mainstays of 
the company’s operations were New- 
foundland, which grants certain 
privileges and subsidies; and the 
United States, which is to receive 
the company's exports {ree ef duty. 
Canada had, therefore, no right to 
interfere. 

Im ,o~et in Prepertics. 

The discussion grew into Imperial 

proportions, Hon. W. S. Fielding in- 


timating to the Howse that if we 
hope to invcigle Newfoundland into 
the glorious confederation we must 


recognize the fact that the Island is 
just as independent as Canada, and 
carefully refrain from interfering with 
ita negotiations with the United 
States. 5 

Col. Kaulbach said he regarded the 
incorporation of the company as an 
indirect way of accomplishing the ob- 
jects of the Bond-Blaine and LBond- 
Hay Treaty. Tho effect would be 
that the company's large operations 
would give it a monopoly of the bait 
and the fishermen of the Maritime 
Provinces would be excluded from the 
deep sca fisheries on the Newfound. 
land Banks, It would cripple the feet 
of fishermen, which is the pride of 
Lunenburg County. 

Dr. Sproule suggested that it was 
under the treaty of 1818 that the 
company was organizing its project, 
not under the Dond-Blaine or tho 
Bond-Hay Treaty, neither of which 
had come into operation. 

Bir Wilfrid's View. 


The Prime Minister agreed with 
Dr. Sproule. The Bond-Hay Treaty, 
he said, had been suspended two 
years ago and has not yet come into 
force. It mattered not whether this 
treaty was ratified or not so far as 
the incorporation of the Newfound- 
land Cold Storage Co. is concerned. 
The Legislature of Newfoundland had 
Organizod and subsidized a company 
for the export of fish to the United 
States. The powers conferred on tho 
company were solely the affair of the 
Newfoundiand Legislature, and Ca- 
nada could certainly do nothing to 
nothing to prevent the United States 
admitting fish free of duty. He had 
more reason to hope from the Glou- 
cester fishermen, whose tnonopoly of 
the United States market was threat- 
ened, and who, he understood, had 
already drawn up resolutions of pro- 
test. E 

Col. Kaulbach said that just ns the 
Gloucester fishermen had taken ac- 
tion to protect their interests, the 
Dominion Government should take 
action té protect the fishing interests 
of the Maritime Provinces. 

Mr. Norden'’s View, 


R. L. Borden said all Canada 
could do was to try to secure for our 
fishermen the same treatment the 
company will receive In the United 
States market. Steps might be taken 
to secure the rights of Canadian fish- 
ermen to bait on equal terms with 
the company. 

F. B. Wade of Annapolis suggested 
the establishment of bait depots by 
the Government. This Col. Kaulbach 
said would not do, the deep sea fish- 
eries being too remote from the Ca- 





lIon. W. S. Ficldingy pointed out 
that much of the hostility in New- 
foundland against confederation with 
Canada was due to Canadu’s inter- 
ference with negotiations conducted 
between Nowfoundland and the Unit- 
ed States. Newfoundland was a 
Small colony, but just as independent 
as Canada. This country should 
therefore refrain from setting up any 
right to interfere with the island. 
Something might be accomplished by 
friendly negotiations, but we must 
always recognize the fact that New- 
foundland is just as independent as 
the Dominion,

Ottawa, April 28.—Last night at 
11 o'clock the House divided on the 
bill to amend the transcontinental 
railway. The Government made her- 
vic efforts to make good the loss of 
Prestige which it sustaincd in the 
vote on E. F. Clarke's amendment 
when its majority fell to 19. It had 
determined to roll up a majority of 
60 last night, and thus partially re- 
deem itself, but the best it could do 
Was a majority of 44. 

Good spoeches were delivered dur- 
ing the afternoon by J. R. Lavalle of 
Leeds and Grenville and Mr. Arm- 
strong of East Lambton. The latter 
croditably acquitted himself in his 
maiden specch.

“The death is announced at Powder- 
ham Castle, near Excter, of tho 
thirteenth Earl of Devon, in his 
nincty-third year. The late Earl. 
who was prebcndary of Exeter Cu- 
thedral and rector of Powderham, 
succeeded his nephew in the Earldoin 
in 1891. 

The house of Courtenay, to which 
the Earl belonged, dates back to a 
very early period, and members of 
the family have for centuries been 
associated with the history of the 
country. The existing branch was 
founded by Sir Philip Courtenay of 
Powderhain«Custle, who received tho 
honor of knighthood from, Edward 
the Black Prince the day before tho 
wattle of Navaret in Spain. 

One branch of the Courtenays were 
Counts of Odessa, and another be- 
came allied to the royal family of 
France. In England the Courtenays 
have been allicd to the Bonvilles, 
Bohuns,.

Winnipeg, April 30.—In a fire that 
blazod flercely and spread rapidly in 
spite of the most heroic efforts ofthe 
fire brigade to check it, nearly the 
entire business portion of the town 
of Fernie was reduced to ashes and 
several residences were destroyed 
early yesterday morning, Tho dam- 
age is estimated at $500,000. 

The fire broke out at 3.30 {0 
Richards" general store, in the south 
end of the town, and quickly spread 
north and south along Victoria 
avenue, 

Laoked Sepply of Water. 

The fromea and many willing 
townspeople were on the scene carly, 
but they wero hampered by an in- 
eMcient supply of water and exhaus- 
ted their energy in a hopeless fight 
against ravaging famca. 

The fire jumped across the avenue 
and fierecly licked up the dry build- 
ings on cither side. Special efforts 
were directed towards saving the 
coal compa. y's offices, but the fire 
fighters were forced back and these 
were soon reduced to ashes. 

‘The southward course of the confa- 
RTation was checked. at the Central 
Hotel about 5 o'clock, but continued 
{ts northward course on both sides 
of the avenue as far as the Northern 
Hotel, where, with the use of the 
chetnical and the little water sup- 
ply, it was put under control at 
6.30,

Ottawa, April 30.—Contrary to cx-

In reply to ,Opposition criticisms. 
‘of this supplementary  ugreeinent, 
Mr. Fielding finally promised to give 
the House a statcment of the differ- 
ence this change would entail upon 
the Government in the way of guar- 
antee lability.
